A HUNT IN 


A. B. RICHMOND. 


The cold gray shades of a November 
twilight are slowly deepening the shadows 
cast by the green of the towering hemlocks, 
and the branches of the sturdy old birch and 
maple trees seemingly stretch forth their 
arms and lean slightly to the west as though 
to gather some warmth from the ruddy glow 
of the fast-departing rays of the slowly sink- 
ing sun, as an old wagon heavily loaded 
with hunters’ camp equipage and drawn by 
a team of heavy horses slowly rolls along 
an old unused tote road in the forests of 
the Upper Peninsula of Michigan. 

Perched upon a bale of hay in the for- 
ward part of the wagon sits Tommy, the 
teamster, an original son of the “Ould Sod,” 
with the proverbial ready wit and cheery 
disposition of that nationality. By his steady 
hand and decisive action he many times ex- 
pertly avoids the fallen timber, often ob- 
structing further progress, while again, by 
his sturdy blows with the ax, he clears the 
road of a log too large to drive over, or im- 
possible to get around. He performs these 
duties without a grumble, then mounting 
his bale of hay again, with his “Ge-lang, 
Minnie! Ge-up, ye old roan hoss!” the 
wagon rumbles along with many a creak and 
rattle over the partly frozen ground at a 
rate to cause the trio of tired hunters fol- 
lowing afoot to heave a sigh of weariness 
and wish the remaining two miles to camp 
were covered. 

Half a mile in advance of the team a 
lone figure may be seen plodding along, 
every step showing an apparent effort to 
increase his pace, which his short, sturdy

legs refuse to do, their reserve force being 
well spent. Doc is an old hunter, but he is 


no Indian in a walk of thirty miles, carrying 
his feet at an angle of forty-five degrees not 
being conducive to a fresh finish. He evi- 
dently is anxious to go faster for some rea 
son, which is at once apparent, as the faint, 
far-off report of a rifle falls upon his ear, 
followed at once by three more shots in 
rapid succession. 

About a mile ahead of Doc the old road 
turns abruptly towards the west, following 
the edge of a beautiful lake and winding 
through a thick copse of cedar and hemlock. 
Just in the edge of the old road stands a 
slight man with a smoking rifle in his hand, 
while near him, beneath a spreading hem- 
lock, lies fluttering the bodies of four ruf- 
fled grouse, each head neatly clipped by the 
bullets from the .32-40 he holds within his 
grasp. 

Buckskin, as usual, will be the first to 
reach camp, and will have the pleasure of 
treating his tired friends behind to some 
nicely broiled partridges for supper. Hasti- 
ly gatherinly up the birds, Buckskin makes 
quick strides towards camp. How familiar 
each turn in the old road is now, and with 
every step old recollections are revived. 
There is the old corduroy bridge, built by 
the lumbermen many years ago, when the 
stately white pine reared its head a hun- 
dred feet above its more humble neighbors. 
The old bridge is badly decayed and broken, 
but still gives a precarious footing for the 
sure-footed horses that each year brings the 


load of hunters ’truck into the old camp. 
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He now sees the familiar log on which 
Frank and he one warm morning three No- 
vembers back, brought to bag three nice, 
plump partridges, startling each other almost 
out of their wits as the’r guns cracked from 
opposite sides of the log, neither having 
knowledge of the presence of the other. He 
is now near the last bend in the old road, 
and there lies the body of the tree TIrail- 
maker worked so hard to cut in two and 
clear the road during the deep snow two 
years ago. Around the bend and the walls 
of the old shack, Old Camp Comfort, that 
has housed us for many hunting seasons 
in the past, can be dimly seen through the 
fast gathering shades of night. 

What a flood of memories envelops Buck- 
skin, recalled and influenced by the sight of 
the old cabin and those old familiar places, 
and, involuntarily stopping, the mind of the 
hunter turns back in retrospect to the many 
times he had approached this dear old spot 
under similar conditions, full of anticipated 
pleasures in the days to come, recalling this 
adventure and that disappointment, until he 
is awakened from his reverie by the distant 
mournful howl of a wolf, to a realization 
that it is time to move on. 

Drawing in a deepth breath of the crisp 
evening air, and with unexpressed feelings 
of thanks to the Creator for the opportunity 
to again enjoy this contact with nature, he 
hastens forward. A few steps brings him 
to the door of the dear old shack. Raising 
the latch, which is never locked, the door 
creaks naturally as he pushes it open and 
steps into the dim interior. Feeling in his 
pockets for a match he is chagrined to find, 
old hunter that he is, that he left his 
matches in his hunting coat, safely packed 
away in his duffle bag, and, not being a 
smoker, their absence had not before been 
noted. However, groping about on the win- 
dow sills and shelves, a stray match is 
found, which, with much care, is used to 
light one of the old lamps left last season, 
and which, by good fortune, contains a 
small quantity of oil. In the dim light thus 
obtained an examination of the interior be- 
gins. The stoves in both kitchen and sit- 
ting room are still intact and as service- 
able as of old. The bunks in the two bed- 
rooms are apparently just as they were left 
last November, but the nice pine table has 


been despoiled by some ruthless hand of the 
pretty red oilcloth which served as a spread. 
The floor is covered with dirt and dust, 
the accumulations of the past year, and a 
feeling of dampness seems to pervade the 
atmosphere of the cabin, which, however, 
is soon dispelled by a cheerful fire set blaz- 
ing on the hearth. This accomplished, 
Buckskin wearily drops upon one of the 
ready benches to await the arrival of the 
team. 

Ensconced upon the stool in the genial 
warmth from the stove he dreamily gazes 
out of the window through the gathering 
dusk, listening for the sound of the ap- 
proaching wagon, when a shadow falls 
athwart the window, and the latch is raised 
with a bang. Buckskin is greeted by Doc. 
“How did you get here so far ahead of me? 
I have been hustling to overtake you for 
the last two hours; you must have walked 
like a horse?” Mutual explanations follow, 
and after a short rest, by means of an old 
broom found in the shack, the interior is 
made more presentable. 

Soon the wagon rolls up to the door and 
weariness is gone in the excitement of un- 
loading and in preparations for supper. 
while the rest of the fellows are unpacking, 
Buckskin, the chef, prepares a_ bountiful 
spread of fried bacon, broiled partridge, 
boiled potatoes, warm biscuit and coffee, to 
which all do ample justice. After satisfy- 
ing the cravings of hunger, dishes are put 
away, pipes are lighted, and in the hazy at- 
mosphere plans for the future are discussed 
and much speculation is engaged in as to 
the prospects for a successful season. It 
is still early when a weary lot of hunters 
crawl gratefully beneath the warm blankets, 
with very little jesting, and in a short time 
the only sound heard within the confines of 
the old shack is the stentorious breathing 
of its six occupants, while without the per- 
fect stillness of the night is only occasion- 
ally broken by a faint dismal howl of a 
distant wolf, the screech of a wary lynx, 
or the solemn “Tu-whit, tu-whoo” of the 
owl in the forest across the lake. 

It is late the next morning before any 
one is astir, but as soon as a good fire has 
cast its glow of warmth throughout the 
interior of the cabin, everybody is alert 
and ready for breakfast, which is soon fin-

ished, and then all energetically fall to, 
to put everything in shape, get up a good 
supply of wood and be prepared for the 
opening of the season the following morn- 
ing. Thanks to the ever-obliging Tommy, 
he hitches his team to a couple of dry logs. 
and we are soon supplied with fuel to 
last. This is soon worked into usable 
shape by our expert choppers and sawyers, 
last. This is soon worked into useable 
shape by our expert choppers and rangers, 
Trailmaker and Frank. 

With the assistance of Doc and Al, Buck- 
skin soon has the interior as homelike and 
cozy as in past years. Everything and every- 
body is now ready for the opening hunt, 
and as we toast our shins in the evening 
before the fire, many reminescences are re- 
vived, and experiences lived over again. 
Each one seeks his bunk with a mental 
resolution to be the one to first kill a deer 
for camp use the following day. 

Bright and early all are up awaiting the 
call to breakfast, and as the cheery, “All is 
ready!” sounds through the cabin, it brings 
them to the table without a second bidding. 
Appetites are soon appeased, the work done 
up, a general donning of heavy clothing, 
buckling on of belts and sighting of rifles 
which have been adjusted probably a dozen 
times before. All preparations being made 
we all sally forth, each with the determina- 
tion to be the first to hang one up. 

Deer hunting is an elusive phantom, and 
not always does the old hunter with his 


superior knowledge of the woods and famili- 
arity with the habits of the deer distin 
guish himself. You are constantly on the 
alert, every moment expecting to sight the 
game; but you hunt carefully and conscien- 
tiously so long without seeing the expected 
quarry that you begin to speculate as to 
the whereabouts of the deer, so plentiful 
last season, and you gradually become less 
watchful, more tired, still more careless, 
when “Crack! Whisk!” your heart leaps 
into your throat, your gun to your shoul 
der; but, alas, too late; you have been 
caught napping, and all you see is a bob 
or two of a couple of white tails through the 
the thick whips and they are gone. No use 
for regrets. Your chance for the day has 
gone glimmering, and gently cursing your 
self for a tenderfoot and a fool, but with a 
determined feeling not to be caught again, 
you retrace your steps to camp. Each hun 
ter the first day has an experience similar 
to this excepting Doc, who returns to camp 
with the welcome information that he 
caught a nice spike buck unaware, about 
a half mile away, and a well-placed ball just 
back of the foreshoulders has provided us 
with a steak for breakfast and roasts for 
supper for many days to come. 

A contented lot of hunters seek repose 
at night, but before retiring the health of 
the successful hunter is drunk with a toast, 
to which, mounted on a bench, he grace 
fully responds. 

Several of the succeeding days being 
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warm and pleasant, we do not hunt very 
hard, but spend much time roaming through 
the grand old forest, and as we wander 
through these trackless wilds, inhabited 
only by its wild denizens, following the 
edges of the many lakes and swamps bor- 
dered by giant hemlocks, the needles from 
which make a soft carpet, noiseless to the 
tread, there is a compelling force within 
you making you realize how good it is to 
live and be able to enjoy these things so 
bountifully supplied to us. 

In this solitude next to nature’s heart 
you stop to watch the gyrations of the ac- 
tive little red squirrel, which is startled by 
the appearance of such a strange being in- 
vading his heretofore exclusive home, and 
who becomes so inquisitive as you stand 
motionless watching his nervous little 
movements that finally he approaches so 
closely and cocks his little head on one side 
with such a comical motion of inquiry you 
involuntarily smile and with a little move 
you send him scurrying up a near tree, 
where cocked upon the stub of a projecting 
limb he send forth his shril! chatter of 
alarm. 

The stillness in’ these vast forests is at 
times almost oppressing, and the hoarse 
croak of the raven is often a welcome sound, 
as he scales the tree tops, his sharp eyes 
ever on the alert for danger and for his 
food. Buckshot within the next three days 
_again raises his score by killing a fine buck 
only a short distance from camp, and Al 
laughs at the old hunters who, as yet, have 
not touched a hair, by bringing a nice buck 
fawn into camp, “killed artistically,” as he 
expressed it, by a shot through the heart. 
This feat, however, proves too much for the 
health of Al, as at night he is seized with a 
crick in the back, superinduced probably 
by the fact that he is much averse to wash- 
ing dishes. However, we will get even with 
him before we leave by making him tail 
horse in our dragging-in bees. Buckskin, 
in the meantime, is having an experience 
strange to him. He has missed two stand- 
ing shots, which is partially explained when 
he targets his rifle and finds it shoots at 
least twelve inches under at a distance of 
fifty yards. 

Seven days have passed and all have 
sealps dangling at their belts, excepting 


Buckskin, one of the oldest hunters of them 
all. Every day he sees deer, nut the uncer- 
tainties of deer hunting are certainly using 
him as a victim. The morning of the eighth 
day and the snow is gentry falling; two 
inches of spotless white carpets the earth. 
Buckskin dons his white suit and moccasins 
and firmly resolves to-day shail be a red let- 
ter one. Slowly following the old Jumper 
road up to section 16, he branches off into 
an old logging road which skirts a long, 
narrow swamp. Tracks freshly made are 
numerous here, and he is arert to the sit- 
uation. Reaching an old skidway which 
leads toward the swamp, he enters it and 
stops by the side of an old birch tree, lean- 
ing his shoulder against the trunk for the 
friendly support. What is that motion way 
off to the right? Can it be a deer? That 
color seems familiar; yes, it is a big buck, 
for his heavy antlers can now be plainly 
seen as he moves slowly forward through 
the undergrowth, now and tnen stopping to 
look about and listen, or to take a nip at the 
succulent birch buds. His course is parallel 
with that Buckskin is pursuing and about 
150 yards distant. Buckskin ts motionless, 
for too well he knows the result if the old 
fellow sees him or winds him. The hunter 
has already selected an open spot between 
the trees, in which to stop nim and try a 
shot, and is about to utter his call, when 
suddenly the buck turns and works towards 
him. Is it strange many hunters are af- 
flicted with buck fever under such circum- 
stances? The heart of Buckskin is beating 
a tattoo on his ribs as he watches the noble 
quarry slowly approach. As the deer steps 
from behind some intervening trees and into 
plain view the strain is too great, and a low 
call issues from the lips of Buckskin; the 
big fellow suddenly stops, his head is thrown 
up in alarm; at the same instant the gun 
of Buckskin is raised to tne shoulder, a 
sharp report, and the buck makes a spas- 
modic leap to the right and smashes through 
the brush, but the hunter knows his bullet 
has sped sure and true, and there is no need 
to shoot again. After a few mad plunges 
the deer crashes into an old tree top and 
strikes the earth with a dull thud, and all is 
quiet. He is a noble looking animal as he 
lies there, his life blood staining the pure 
snow, his sleek coat shining in the reflected 

















light, and a shudder of remorse passes 
through the frame of the hunter causing a 
sigh of regret at having deprived this noble 
animal of life. It is a hard job to hang him 
up, but it is at last accomplished and Buck- 
skin starts for camp with the spell broken 
and the knowledge that he is at last on a 
plane of equality with the other members 
of the party. 

The season is half gone, and we have 
nearly our lawful quota of deer. On the 
evening of the tenth day as we return to 
camp we are agreeably surprised at the wel- 
come face of Deerslayer greeting us as we 
enter the door. We urged him to come, but 
left home with no assurance that he would 
be with us, and to thus unexpectedly meet 
him is indeed a pleasure; his journey into 
camp had taken him all day, but the irre- 
pressible Tommy who drove him in had 
made the time seem short. To celebrate 
the arrival of Deerslayer, we have concluded 
to have a particularly grand hunt on the 
morrow, and we sit up far into the night 
listening to the news from the outside world 
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and the messages from home, but the late- 
ness of the hour does not deter us from an 
early start the next morning, and as day is 
breaking Buckskin and Deerslayer wend 
their way to the north side of the lake. The 
snow is still falling and it is several inches 
deep, a noiseless covering, leaving tell tale 
tracks of game for the persistent, tireless 
hunter to follow. 

Deerslayer skirts the edge of the lake, 
then follows along an old swamp for nearly 
half a mile, when suddenly a fine buck 
breaks cover, affording a clean running shot, 
but the bullet strikes too high, cutting only 
a tuft of hair from his back; another shell 
is pumped into the magazine and at the 
crack of the gun the buck plainly staggers, 
but does not fall. He is evidently hit, and 
following a short distance blood is discov- 
ered, but to the eye of the experienced 
hunter is indicates a flesh wound and not a 
mortal one. Deerslayer follows the track 
for a mile until the buck enters the west 
swamp, then he leaves the track and turns 
to the north. Going only a short distance

in this direction he discovers the fresh 
tracks of a big buck and a doe and he imme- 
diately determines to walk them down. 
Carefully circling until he again strikes the 
tracks, he continues in this manner until 
his watchful eye discovers the motion of a 
reddish brown spot about thirty rods ahead 
of him. Quietly he watches the spot until 
he is convinced it is a deer, but is unable 
to determine whether it is tne buck or the 
doe; the buck is the game he is after, but 
caution is necessary; a false move will ruin 
all chances. Intently watching he at last 
discovers the old buck about 200 yards away 
and off to the right. He evidently is a big 
fellow and the question arises with Deer- 
slayer how to approach him and get a good 
shot, as he is now nearly concealed by the 
thick undergrowth, and a chance shot will 
not answer. About fifty yards ahead of the 
hunter a big log intervenes, and if that can 
be reached without discovery, a fair shot 
may be obtained. It is not the first time he 
has mastered harder problems, nor the first 
time he has crawled up onto his game, so, 
dropping cautiously upon his hands and 
knees, he slowly makes his way towards the 
log. It is a tedious as well as ticklish job, 
as the first false step may betray him, but 
at last the log is reached, and slowly he 
raises his head above the fallen tree, and 


carefully scans the forest ahead; the doe 
is still there, but, ah, the old big buck steps 
from behind an o:d stump, with full broad 
side exposed to view, and he is a big one, 
indeed, a two hundred pounder at least. Now 
is the time to try the new 33 special. With 
deliberate aim at the foreshoulders, a gentle 
pressure of the trigger, and the old buck 
sinks in his tracks without a struggle. He 
is the largest one yet killed and the hunter 
is content. 

It has now snowed three or four days and 
the depth attained makes hunting a hard 
task; in consequence very little is done, but 
each day some of us take a tramp through 
the forest, beneath the heavily laden 
branches of the trees, and breathe the pure, 
dry air of this latitude, which of itself is 
almost meat and drink. We are interested 
in studying the habits of the many birds 
and animals indigenous to this locality. A 
camp of hunters ought not to enter the 
woods whose sole object is simply to kill. 
Such people are not hunters in the true 
sense of the word; they are butchers. A 
true hunter is one who kills in moderation 
only, or to supply necessary needs; one who 
understands the habits of ‘:e denizens of 
the forest and is interested .. their wild 
life and action rather than in their death; 
one who appreciates the beauties of nature 
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and enjoys close contact witn all its rough- 
ness and grandeur. A good hunter is one 
of nature’s noblemen. 

Much of our spare time is devoted to draw- 
ing in our deer, and with the snow nearly 
three feet deep the task is‘by no means a 
light one. We break a path, and then at- 
tach a rope to the head; then two or three 
in advance pull the deer along the narrow 
way, while one follows in the rear and by 
means of the legs holds the deer upon his 
back. We are sometimes nearly all day get- 
ting one of the heavy bucks into camp. 
Frank decides one morning to go to an old 
runway near the foot of Ross lake, two miles 
north of the camp, to see if deer are crossing 
there as in years past. ‘The snow being so 
deep the deer will be more liable to frequent 
such runways and Frank is cognizant of that 
fact. It is a hard walk, but about 10 o’clock 
in the morning he is ensconsed under an 
old hemlock on a high bank overlooking the 
creek and runway. A few minutes pass and 
a dve and fawn appear on the opposite bank, 
and after a moment’s hesitation descend and 
cross the stream. They approach within 
fifty feet of the hunter’s hiding place, but 
although the temptation is great he allows 
them to pass unmolested, for he is after 
bigger game to-day. For nearly an hour, it 
seems to the hunter, not a sound breaks the 
perfect stillness of the wood, and a drowsi- 
ness gradually steals over his senses; sud- 
denly he is aroused with a start by a splash- 
ing in the creek below. A hasty glance 
shows another doe and fawn crossing the 
stream. In watching the approach of the 
two deer he neglects to look further up the 
trail, until a slight noise draws his attention 
to the opposite bank, and there stands facing 
him a magnificent buck with a great spread 
of antlers, but at the moment of discovery 
he bounds down the hill and into the water, 
and with a plunge is across the creek and 
ascending the opposite bank. No need for 
the hunter to stop him to obtain a sure shot, 
and without hesitation Frank covers the 
broad breast of the old fellow, as he ascends, 
and at the crack of the .38-55 he rears upon 
his hind feet and tumbles backward with a 
terrible crash to the foot of the incline, dead. 

Trailmaker, at his usual vocation, clear- 
ing the way to make it easier to draw in the 
deer, is leisurely tramping vack to camp. 
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He is just leaving the corduroy on the 
Jumper road, and being so near camp is 
moving carelessly along, breaking the ends 
of the small whips and lim»s with his left 
hand, an old habit of his, when he is startled 
nearly out of a year’s growth by a loud snort 
which brings him to a sudden stop, and at 
the same instant a large doe leaps into the 
old road not seventy-five feet ahead. It is 
all so sudden the old woodsman has hard 
work to control his fluttering heart and 
bring his nerve into condition for making a 
creditable shot. The feat is, however, ac- 
complished, and at the report of the gun 
the doe leaps into the thicket, followed by a 
fawn which had been concealed in the 
bushes. The deer runs only about 200 feet 
and drops by the side of an old hemlock 
log. It is snowing hard and the depth is 
beginning to alarm the hunrers, for none 
of us have any desire to pass the winter 
within the walls of our old shack, much as 
we love the place. There are those at home 
we are afraid who would be very anxious 
should we fail to put in an appearance at 
the stipulated time. Snow is liable to fall 
in this section to a depth of six feet or over, 
and if it should ever attain a depth of four 
feet it would be almost impossible for teams 
to get to us, so the prospect is not very as- 
suring. We tried to get word to the sta- 
tion thirty miles distant for two teams to 
come after us, but failed. The snow is still 
falling this morning and the prospect makes 
Doc. Frank and Al. anxious. and homesick, 
so after breakfast they decide to try and 
reach the railroad sixteen miles distant, flag 
a train and get home soon as possible. They 
will each take their turn in breaking a path 
and hope to make their destination in time 
to catch the 5:30 p. m. train. 

With a hearty handshake and a wish that 
no mishap occur, Deerslayer, Trailmaker 
and Buckskin, the three old veterans, watch 
them depart, then re-enter the shack, stir 
up the fire and await developments and de- 
liverance by the teams, or stay in the camp 
until such time as the snow will allow them 
to make their way out. The boys have been 
gone two days and the snow is now so deep 
we can sit in the cabin and look out of the 
windows upon a level field of white reach- 
ing above the window sills. It will prove a 
severe task for teams to reach us, but we 
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Buckskin and his buck 


feel assured the effort will be made, and we 
spend the waiting time in a very comfort- 
able manner in conversation, playing crib- 
bage and no small share of sleep. 

This enforced idleness in this old shack 
far removed from civilization brings to mind 
the calm, quiet life the hunters and trappers 
must lead. It is certainly a lue free from 
care or the irksome fetters of society. No 
thought for the future, no question of rents, 
interest or taxes, but with the trusty rifle 
which will provide food and with a small 
stock of staple groceries, if he can content 
himself with the society of one or two con- 
genial souls, many months may be spent in 
this free and care:ess manner in isolation 
from the outside world; and it is a serious 
question if he who will do it is not a purer 
and better man than the one living in the 
stifling atmosphere of the fashionable 
world, under the influence of the excitement 
and the temptations stalking boldly about 
or stealthily stealing upon his every foot- 
step. At last we are to be relieved from our 
imprisonment, two teams having succeeded 
in breaking through to us after repeated at- 


tempts and many hours of hard labor. We, 
however, cannot return to Seney, as the 
snow is too deep on the plains, so must try 
and make our way straight out to the rail- 
road sixteen miles over an old tote road. 
We are already packed and our deer are 
loaded upon one of the sleighs. The ener- 
getic Tommy, backed up by old Chet, are 
the two who at last succeeded in reaching 
us after others had failed, and it will be a 
long time before we forget the pleasure 
these familiar faces gave us when they first 
hove in sight. The trip to the railroad is 
indeed a tedious one, as the snow is so deep 
we have to shovel in many places, and the 
heavy draught horses are only able to move 
at a snail’s pace, but everything has an end, 
and the shades of night are deepening as 
we reach the end of our journey, a cold and 
tired lot, and dump our load of baggage and 
deer by the side of the track and prepare to 
flag the express train which is due in twenty 
minutes. 

We are sorry for Tommy and Chet, as 
they are compelled to retrace their steps 
to an old set of logging camps seven miles 
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back and there spend the night without fire 
or food excepting a few candwiches which 
they carried for lunch. The following day 
they will return to Seney, and they have our 
heartiest wishes that they may reach home 
without further trouble or hardships. As 
our train nears us we swing the old lantern 
until the whistle answers in recognition, and 
as the cars slow up we swimg ourselves 
aboard and enter the warm, comfortable in- 
terior with feelings of relief at the change 
and a decided feeling of thankfulness that 
we are out of the deep snow. At Seney we 
step off and make arrangements with the 
agent to take care of our deer and luggage. 
Then comes a scramble for the dining car. 
Our inner self satisfied, we enter the smoker 
just as we are about to cross the straits of 
Mackinaw. An hour’s ride on the boat and 
we arrive at Mackinaw. Changing cars we 
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engage a berth for Grand Rapids, and as we 
roll between the blankets with the contented 
sigh of a tired spirit, in a semi-sleepy state 
our mind travels back over the many happy 
days we have passed in the old shack, un- 
disturbed by a single unkind word or a 
note of discord, until the god of sleep so 
surreptitiously gathers us in his arms that 
our thoughts unconsciously are merged into 
dreams of shooting bucks in the tops of 
hemlock trees, and hanging up partridges 
by their horns. 

In the early morning we steam into our 
home station, and part company each to 
again face the stern realities of life, but 
with happy memories still clinging to us and 
anticipations of other outings in the future 
to give us renewed strength in our every 
day battles.

THE NEW BRUNSWICK MOOSE IN WINTER.

As the season gets colder, and the snow 
deeper, the moose retires to the sheltered 
side of some ridge, where there is a good 
supply of his favorite roundwood and white- 
wood. Though he will browse on nearly 
everything, feeding on the twigs and tender 
shoots, and with his front teeth scraping 
the bark from the trunk as high as he can 
reach. 

After the snow gets three or four feet 
deep and is covered with a sharp crust he 
is helpless when compelled to leave his 
well beaten paths. Then it was that the

skin hunters in the old days got in their 
work. Moose hides were then worth about 
$7 apiece. 

The skins were hauled on a toboggan to 
the hunters’ camp, generally near some 
stream, where they were hung over a pole 
or small log, and the hair shaved off with 
a sharp knife. They were then pressed into 
as small a bulk as possible and dried. Then 
after the ice had left the streams they were 
taken to market in moose hide canoes 
(that is, two or more skins were sewed to- 
gether and stretched over a rough frame-

(and frequently were) killed with an ax. 


work in the form of a canoe). But now all 
this is changed. The law holds out a pro 
tecting arm and the moose is practically 
unmolested after the shooting season closes 

When the snow begins to go off in the 
spring he leaves his yard and makes out into 
the burned land and barrens, where feed is 
plenty and where there is less snow. 

From now on he leads a life of ease and 
plenty, along the deadwaters, and ponds, 
where he feeds on lily roots and water 
grasses. Hethen grows fat and sleek and by 
the end of August he has a full set of ant- 
lers to replace those he shed in February 
or March. 


There is great difference in this respect 
in different individuals. I have known 
moose to shed in December and others not 
until April. The larger and older bulls gen- 
erally shed earlier in the season than the 
younger ones. 

During the past winter four bulls yarded 
within half a mile of my home camp, | hav- 
ing seen them April 15th. One of the small 
ones still carried his horns (see photograph), 
while the largest bull had six inches growth 
of new horns. i 

Caribou, moose, deer and bear are very 
plenty in the wildest parts of New Brungs- 
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wick, and there is no reason why the sports- 
man who comes -at the right time, and to 
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the right place, should not take out his full 
allowance of game.

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MY ALASKAN_ TRIP. 


Third Paper 


DR. J. W 


After leaving Killisnoo (notwithstanding 
it was July 22nd), it turned so cold that the 
passengers were glad to stay indoors, and 
only emerged from comfortable places near 
the steam pipes as we drew near the wharf 
at Juneau. This is a typical Alaskan city. 
It sits in the mouth of a canon on the 
water’s edge. Its foundation is solid rock 
and the houses are all set up on stilts. The 
streets are very narrow with no sidewalks. 
Lumber is cheaper than dirt, so the streets 
are made of planks laid on trestles, which 
is very convenient. Should it become neces- 
sary to lower the grade, all that would be 
required would be to saw off the legs of 
the trestles. When the streets are dry 
there are gaping cracks between the planks 
which is very convenient in dropping small 
articles, as I dropped a quarter while on the 
streets and had to pay a boy seventy-five 
cents to recover it for me. The dense fol- 
iage and the cold dripping rocks and the 
lack of soil give the place a wet, soggy ap- 
pearance and makes one feel as if the town 
had been recently covered with a slippery 
elm poultice. 

The business of the town is conducted 
by shrewd men, and in this town is pub- 
lished the only daily paper in the district; 
and when I say district I mean the whole of 
Alaska, which is neither a state nor a ter- 
ritory. The Daily Dispatch is ably edited 
by Mr. Ed Russell. While a young man, he 
is the pioneer newspaper man of Alaska. 
He started the first paper at Dyea in 1898 
(which was during the great rush to the 
Klondyke), and has been the prime mover 
in many public enterprises of Alaska. 

Mr. E. Valentine, of Juneau, is another, 
who many sportsman would do well to 
meet; he is the owner of a fine gas launch, 
which is ever ready to take friends hunting 
or fishing. 

After enjoying the company of our new 
made friends for a few brief hours, we re- 
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sumed our journey to Skagway, when |! 
wrote the following letter: 


“July 23, 1904. 
“On board S. S. Spokane, Lynn Canal. 


“Dear Tom—aAs I sit here on ‘‘La Grand 
Observatory,’ writing you, doors all closed 
and pipes hot with steam, overcoat buttoned 
to the top, I am not too warm at that. Last 
night at 11:30 it was snowing; the last news- 
paper I read on leaving Seattle gave an ac- 
count of the death of three people and fifty 
others overcome by heat in Chicago. Quite 
a difference, ha? But I can stand this dis- 
comfort to enjoy these wonderful sights. 
As the steamer winds its way through the 
tortuous channel, at every turn a new scene 
presents itself. To our right rises perpen- 
dicularly a great flat rock a thousand feet 
high, backed by snow-capped mountains. 
The face of this great rock is streaked with 
dark lines, and with but a little stretch of 
the imagination one can picture maps of 
continents, rivers, mountains, animals, faces 
and forms of men, women and angels; 
troops of charging cavalry, landscapes in 
perspective, pyramids, sphinx and kneeling 
camels. We look to our left and see a mon- 
ster whale come to the surface; as his back 
parts the water, he resembles a Pullman 
car pushed to the surface from below; he 
suddenly disappears, and as he starts down- 
ward, spouts a jet of water into the air, 
possibly thirty feet in height. It is thrown 
with such force that it returns to the water 
as spray. In any direction we look we see 
wild fowl] in myriads. As 1 came on deck 
this forenoon I saw a huge fish chasing a 
school of mackerel. One of the sailors said 
that the large fish was a shark or porpoise; 
his dorsal fin looked to be two feet long and 
nearly that wide; his great tail would fan 
the water to a foam as he chased his prey; 
they would leap from the water in their at- 
tempt to escape, then the race for life would 
become as exciting as a hurdle race on a 
good track, and the passengers on i.e Spo- 
kane was the audience that cheered lustily. 
This frigid climate, these strange and wierd 
sights, remind us tnat we are a long way 
from home and friends, and I am compelled 
to realize that I have 2,000 miles yet to 
travel before I reach my objective point, 
Anidir, Siberia. Read this to the Hot Air 
club, which will save me writing each mem- 
ber a letter. My health is first class and I

have an appetite ‘made to order.’ Your 
chum, I...

I had never thought, previous to taking 
this trip, of the varied incentives that 
prompt people to travel. One gentleman 
stated as his reason ‘that his business re- 
quired his closest attention during the fall 
and winter,” and for relaxation, recreation 
and health he travels in some northern 
country in the summer. While relating this 
| imagined him a coal dealer, and felt like 
suggesting that he take up the ice business 
as a summer pastime, and thereby save 
traveling expenses, as I did not think he 
enjoyed traveling, for he seemed to be ab- 
sorbed in books while we were passing some 
of the most beautiful scenery in the world. 
Another may travel to enjoy the scenery, 
climate and the pleasant company, and 
should he be so inclined, take copious notes 
of all the things of interest seen by him, 
and when his journey is ended put it in a 
readable shape (even in a newspaper), so 
that his friends may share in his literary 





feast. He will thereby enjoy over again his 
travels, by describing all the sights and 
sceens and incidents of his trip, which he 
has enjoyed to the fullest measure. 
Another traveler we invariably meet with 
is the wealthy old widow, with her richly 
dyed hair, accompanied by her three ac 
complished daughters, whose ages no man 
could correctly guess. The oldest now an

barrassing to “Maymie,” but to the listener 
as well. “Maymie’s” teeth were so white, 
and set with such painful precision, that | 
could not look her in the face while she was 
talking without bursting into sobs, for her 
mouth reminded me so much of the national 
cemetery at Chickamauga, where many of 
my comrades lie buried. The widow had 
left Holbert (the son) at home, because he 
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had refused to. wear knee breeches after he 
became of age. 

This old lady and daughters have been on 
the road for several seasons, and the ob- 
ject that fills the minds of the quartet is 
matrimony; they are willing to go singly or 
in pairs, or the whole bunch in a job lot. 
The youngest of the daughters could have 
married ten years ago without the consent 
of the mother, had the opportunity pre- 
sented itself, and could have’ voted the same 
season had she been a resident of a state 
where woman suffrage is tolerated. 

There was also on board a jolly big man, 
laugh as that 
of Colonel Loomis of New York. He stated 
that he had traveled for the 
past ten years, during the summer months. 
The first five summers he passed in Norway 
and Sweden, the last five in Alaska and 
British Columbia. His reason tor such ex- 
tensive travels is, to say the 
interesting.

law came to live at his home; his wife was 
delighted to have her mother near her and

I must say that I was slightly embar- 
rassed, but Mr. La Bland came to my relief 
by saying: “Yes, I should have known the 
doctor by the minute description I have re- 
ceived of him, and I knew that he was on 
the Spokane.” I could feel my face burn

THE CAVE DWELLERS OF 


. 


Many people are surprised to learn that 
in this twentieth century civilization there 
exists, almost at our very doors, a primitive 
race of people living precisely as they did 
centuries ago, in caves, and going about in 
almost an entirely nude state; yet. such is 
a fact. 

Having for several years past made hunt- 
ing excursions into the interior of the Sierra 
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MEXICO. 
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Madra Mountains of northwestern Mexico, 
during which visits I explored quite a num- 
ber of cliff-house ruins found in great num- 
bers in that section, the question naturally 
presented itself to my mind, as it has to 
many others: What became of these peo- 
ple? And it was to settle, ir possible, this 
question that I visited the wild country of

the Taramahure Indians during June and 
July of the present year. 

Setting out from Casas Grandes, in the 
state of Chihuahua, Mexico, on June 3rd 
accompanied by only a Mexican “mozo,” | 
found myself, after two weeks of hard, 
wearisome horseback travel, in the region of 
high, sharp, voleanic ridges and deep, al- 
most bottomless canons or “barrancas,”’ 
where the Indian villages lie, and proceeded 
to put in two weeks among them, during 
which time I visited four or five villages. 

Their houses (?) are generally found 
along the bottom of the barrancas, and the 
deeper and more inaccessible the ravine, the 
better it seems to suit them. If a cave be

handy, he utilizes it; but, as there are not 
always enough caves to go round, his next 
choice is to get under an overhanging cliff, 
where he constructs a kind of pen of rocks. 
In the event of there being no such place to 
suit him, he is forced to construct a house 
in the open, which he does by piling rocks 
one upon another, without mortar of any 
kind; and, having reached a height of about 
eight feet, he covers over his one-room 
house with poles, upon which hé throws 
dirt. His dwelling is then complete and, 
having moved into it, his cowskin bed and 
two or three earthenware vessels, he is 
ready to set up housekeeping. He next se- 
lects a small plot of ground which he plants 
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Juan Bantista, my guide, who 
didn’t guide. 


in corn, by means of a stick stuck into the 
ground, the corn being dropped into the 
hole thus made and covered with the foot. 
Of animals he owns none except a few goats, 
which are cared for by the boys and girls, 
as they. climb the rugged heights ih search 
of food. . 

The men are medium sized, fine looking, 
muscular fellows, rather cleaner looking 
than the Apaches or other western Indians; 
and, as a rule, wear no clothes except a 
loin cloth, though when traveling they gen- 
erally carry a blanket which they some- 
times gird around the waist.. They are 
noted as being very swift of foot and pos- 
sessing ‘almost inexhaustive endurance, 
they having frequently been known to 
travel on foot a hundred miles a day.. Their 
chief sports consist of races, which are 
generally run on feast days, upon which oc- 
casion the whole village turns out. Hav- 
ing selected the number who are to enter 
the contest, they all set out running around 
a circular track and keep it up day and 
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night until the last man falls from pure ex- 
haustion; and he it is who wins the race. 
Water and food are generally supplied them 
at intervals by female relatives, who run 
with them while they eat or drink. At one 
village I visted they had just finished a 
race when I arrived, and the winner ran 
thirty-eight hours without a stop before be- 
coming cxhausted. 

Their weapons and tools, like everything 
else with them, is of the crudest—the bow 
and arrows and the stone ax and the wooden 
hoe—though they use more modern tools 
when they can get them. 

The women of the villages wear a short 
skirt and occasionally wrap a blanket about 
the shoulders; but I am told that farther 
in the interior they wear only loin cloths, 
like the men. They are exceedingly shy 
and afraid of white men. I succeeded in 
getting only one snapshot of them, and that 
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Indian in front of his house. 


was accomplished only by the use of 
strategy. 

In religion they are pagans, their wor- 
ship being a mixture of sun worship and 
fetischism, and many are the weird rites they 
practice in the propitiation of their numer- 
ous and varied deities. The Catholic 
Church has made an effort to get a hold 
on them, and with some success; but the 
new religion is so mixed with the old that 
it is hard to tell what they are, although the 
Mexicans speak of the village Indians as 
Christians and the more nomadic ones of 
the interior as pagan or wild- Indians—a 
distinction without difference, most proba- 
bly. 
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Having made as close a study of them 
as my time would permit, I came to the 
conclusion that they are, beyond doubt, de- 
scended from the cliff dwellers of prehis- 
toric times; and, although I am unable in 
a short article to elucidate all the facts 1 
observed connnecting the two people, I will 
give a few of the most important items. 

First—They select the same character of 
country in which to make their homes as 
did the ancients and construct their houses 
much after the same manner, though surely 
not so substantially, nor do they live in com- 
munity style, as evidently did the former 
race; but if one will stop to consider that 
the ancients were perpetually in a state of 


war with the plains people, they will see 
why they lived together and used more care 
in the construction of their houses. Dr 


Lumholz, who made an exhaustive study of

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these people, does not believe that they are 
descended from the cliff dwellers of prehis- 
toric times and brings forward as proof 
this difference in architecture. 

Second—They bury their dead in caves 
just as did the ancients. 

Third—Their food is prepared exactly the 
same and is composed of the same articles 
as was that of the cliff dwellers. 

Fourth—Hieroglyphics on walls of cliff 
houses and on smooth rocks near Tarama- 
hure houses are of the same class. 

Fifth—Stone axes found in cliff houses 
and among the Taramahures are exactly the 
same. 

Only lack of space prevents the enumer- 
ation of many other similarities, though I 
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am free to confess that in many respects 
the Taramahure does not do his work so 
well as did his progenitors, and I am afraid 
he has deteriorated some in the last four 
or five centuries; but so has the Aztec, for 
that matter, and that, too, amidst much 
better surroundings. Such being the case, 
we can scarcely wonder that the Tarama- 
hure (not one in hundred of whom has ever 
seen a white man or knows that there is 
such a thing as a railroad) would do the 
same. At any rate, until contrary proof 
is forthcoming, I for one shall consider these 
peculiar and interesting people as being di- 
rectly descended from the people who built 
their houses in caves hundreds of years ago.

The fall of 19— had been most lovely, 
but every day made it more apparent that 
the rough edge of winter would soon be 
at hand. One morning in November found 
my camping companion and myself in a 
most pitiful condition. The evening prior 
had been clear on our retiring, so our little 
wall tent was in its original bundle. Oh, 
how and why had nature felt it necessary 
to make such a sudden change? Slush 
snow slipped from every twig and leaf, and 
we, half starved, half frozen, so it seeined, 
were trying to start a fire in which our ef- 
forts were in time successful. Our kitchen 
alforcas’ were both well filled (with water), 
but the strip of breakfast bacon, on exami- 
nation, was found to be still waterproof. 

While we were engaged letting out a 
few notches in our belts, the tinkle, tinkle 
of the horse bells sounded on the trail, and 
in another fifteen minutes Old Smoky led 
the rest of the horses into camp. They 
looked as much as to say, “Aren’t you fel- 
lows ready to leave this mountain country 
for the sagebrush plains?” 

It was decided to start at once; horses 
were saddled, alforcas’ and packs thrown 
on, but when it came to throwing the dia- 
mond hitch we found the four-strand, hard- 
twist, lash ropes on a strike. If they had 
been made of rod iron you could have tied 
them just as well. Another fire started and 
an hour lost in drying these unyielding 
ropes. When mine reached a stage where 
I though it might possibly be coiled in a 
sixty-foot corral, we tried them and, some 
way, got the loads fairly well lashed on. 
To add to our trials on this most unpleas- 
ant of days, Watch-eye, a palomena cayuse 
with a byo stripe, took exceptions to a bear 
skin that had been in his pack since early 
spring and bucked off his entire load. An- 
other hour lost and the day is dragging by. 
But we are finally off. Large, heavy clouds 
were skirting the mountain tops, and then 
settled down to let go their loads of snow 
and rain. 


CAMP-FIRE TALES.

The afternoon was well along when—do 
my senses deceive me? Smoke; yes, and 
onions frying. A cabin with a long log fire- 


place, and a “Hellow, there!” “Get down.” 
“Terrible day to travel.” “Lots of room, 
sure.” “Come in.” And we did. A more 


hearty welcome, more joyfully received, 
would have been hard to imagine. The cup 
that cheers went the rounds, and the heat 
from that fireplace—as the logs crackled, 
and the sparks went chasing away up the 
big chimney—lI can feel yet on the first ap- 
proach of winter. 

The three occupants of the cabin had 
only been in possession one day prior to 
our arrival. Mining business had brought 
two of theme to Idaho from Denver, and, 
wishing to see something of our grand moun- 
tain scenery, and desiring to compare the 
size and spread of horns with Colorado’s 
best, were on a little side hunt, with Dutch 
Henry as cook, packer and guide.

This 
learned gentleman (we call him Smith, for 
that is not his name) claims, and I have no 
good reason to doubt it, that he is a con- 
stant reader of Outdoor Life and also has 
a bowing acquaintance with our Mr. Mc- 
Guire.

dot rope he brake und I goes over 100 feet 
of rim rock. Oh, I vas so fraid, der tickles 
runs down mine back, my hat fly off, I loose 
mine Vinchester. Oh, I fly down so fast. 
Mine head he gets so heavy he gets down 
faster den mine feet. Den I stop in a big 
pine tree und der limbs break off shust like 
nuting und den I gets hold uf der trunk und 
comes down shust like der _ tree-squirrel, 
head first und mine hind legs rapped 
aground dat tree. Next day I finds mine 
Vinchester; he vas all gone to smash. I 
finds mine camp. Dot mule he vas dar al- 
ready yet, und the big buck he vas all right; 
but dot mule he eat up all mine camp and 
three sticks of giant powder. Some mules 
is vise enough to eat anytings to keep from 
gettin’ pounded. You bet I picket dot mule 
a long way uff. You see I vas expecting him 
to blow up most any times, und den I vould 
haf to dodge him.” 

“Now, Lee,” said I to my partner, “it is 
your turn to tell that story you told to me 
several years ago about that Indian raid.” 

“Yes, let’s hear it,” said Smith, and the 
rest nodded their assent. 

“There is not much to it,” Lee began, “al- 
though it affected our family very much. 
Mother never got over the shock. My father 
was killed—also our Chinese cook. Our 
case is still pending with the government 
for damages done by their wards. I was 
eight years old atthetime, but I remember 
all that happened as if it had been yesterday. 
My father was a cow man and his ranch 
was forty miles to the nearest settlement; 
but twenty miles from our place there was 
a ranch with a two-story rock house on it; 
when runners came through the country to 
let the settlers know that the Indians were 
out, a good many families would make for 
the rock house, where a half dozen men 
could make a good stand for several days, 
if need be. I remember go:ng there twice 
before the last time. The custom of ranch- 
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ers and stockmen was when grass got good 
to go off on the rodero or round-up. It re- 
quired from two to three weeks to brand 
the calves and bring the other cattle on to 
each man’s range after they were separated.

They crowded on so close that father, who 
had been riding along side of mother, said to 
her, ‘now you must let that horse do his 
best; he is good for the run; Tom and I 
must hold these rascals back a little.

The first of last October my wife and I 
were invited to spend the day with Mr. 
Brown and wife, on the Little Blanco river, 
Colo. As we came in sight of the house we 
saw Mr. Brown and hired man dressing a 
large black bear, which he had killed that 
morning. 

About 1 o’clock in the afternoon Mr. 
Brown and I saddled up our horses and 
went into the hills to look after some cattle 
of mine, which had been seen in that neigh- 
borhood. We rode east of the ranch and 
made for one of the highest points. I took 
my field glass and looked at the surrounding 
country. While doing so I saw a bear leav- 
ing a berry patch about 500 yards away, and 
heading for a heavy timbered canon. By 
one going on each side of the canon one or 
the other of us was sure of getting a shot 
at him. 

The bear finally came out in full view of 
me, but where Mr. Brown could not see him. 
It did not take me long to slide off my horse 
and aim my .45-70, which I always carry 
with me. In my excitement the first shot 
was high, but the next one broke his back, 
When we got to the bear we found him to be 
a fine cinnamon, weighing about 250 pounds. 
We dressed him and tied him on Mr. 
Brown’s horse and started for the house. 

Going over the divide Mr. Brown saw an 
object in a canon, which he took to be a 
two-year-old steer.

The completion of this number of Out- 
door Life marks the end of our seventh year. 

It also marks a better era for sportsman- 
ship, a promise of better treatment of our 
game and a general sentiment for: First, the 
enactment, and second, the enforcement of 
laws that will allow our wild creatures to 
increase and multiply in their natural 
homes. Already we see thai cne pulse of the 
people beats in accordance with our oft- 
repeated views on these subjects. We have 
mentioned them so often that they are worn 
almost threadbare; but we are going to con- 
tinue sounding the note cr alarm for the 
safety of these animals until we are heard. 

And, thanks to the earnestness of our 
American sportsmen, our legislators are at 
last beginning to give ear to our pleadings 
for laws that will safeguard the lives of 
our game. Our legislatures are gradualiy 
closing in on the spring ducx season until 
soon there will be no such season; they 
are cutting down the number of animals 
allowed by law to be killed, and shortening 
the open seasons where they need to be 
shortened. Our game wardens are more rig- 
idiy prosecuting the fish dynamiter, the hide 
hunter and the game butcher; the marketing 
of game (while yet carried on) is gradually 
being reduced, and, altogether, our prospects 
for the complete elimination of all such 
abuses look good. 

For all these favors—and for the sport 
we had with hide, fur and featner tne past 
year—we believe a kind and indulgent Provi- 
dence should be sincerely thanked. 





THE WORK AT HAND. 


Few people realize how much depends 
on legislative action taken by our several 











states the coming winter on the game laws. 
Millions of lives of ducks may be added to 
the waterfowl family by judicious laws re- 
garding the bag and by eliminating the 
spring shooting season. Thousands of deer 
and elk may be saved to posterity by pass- 
ing wise measures governing the killing of 
these animals, while the very existence of 
the antelope depends largely upon what 
some of our western legislatures do this 
season. The sale of game should be abso- 
lutely and forever prohibited. There is no 
moral or physical excuse for the existence 
of a law in any of our status allowing game 
animals to be slaughtered for the market. 

Our states should not be so prohibitive in 
any measure as to draw the fire of un- 
friendly criticism, but when a stand is once 
taken it should be maintained and the law 
enforced, even if it takes a regiment of 
wardens to accomplish the purpose. There 
should be no halfway means exerted to pre 
serve the dignity of our game laws and to 
make our citizens (whether on ranches in 
the game fields or living in the smothered 
city) respect and obey them. Every effort 
should be made by our several game and 
fish associations to induce our incoming gov- 
ernors to appoint men to the positions of 
game and fish commissioners who are actual 
sportsmen, and who have been tested and 
found true. 

We cannot have too many game associa- 
tions. We would like to see one in every 
county of these United States. One man, 
single-handed, can accomplish much; but a 
dozen or a hundred, when all pulling for the 
same good, can accomplish in one year what 
it will take one man a dozen or a hundred 
years to do.

lar beliefs about wolves and other animals 


are away off. I don’t believe wolves ever 
attack a man. I have been among them too 
long on snow shoes in the winter and early 
spring, when they would be as ravenous as 
they could get, to believe that. I always take 
my hunt in the falland have a motto to never 
let hunting interfere with work, nor never 
to let work interfere with hunting when the 
season comes in. I have promised to go 
out and sight a new Winchester this after- 
noon for one of our party, who will start 
the first week in November for the hunting 
grounds.

FEDERAL CONTROL AGAIN. 


Several of our readers, as well as we 
vurselves, have in the past given voice to 
sentiments in praise of the manner in which 
the big game of the Yellowstone National 
Park is taken care of through the rigid fed- 
eral laws in vogue in that natural paradise. 
We have often expressed a wish—as have 
also a great number of our readers—that 
such a perfect system could in some way ex- 
tend to the government of the big game in 
the several states—if possible through fed- 
eral enactment; if not, then through some 
new system inaugurated by the states. 

Feeling somewhat in doubt about the fea- 
sibility of instituting federal control in this 
case, we addressed a letter to our several 
senators representing states where big game 
abounds, and received many replies, three 
of which we append. Of the other letters 
received, many of the senators professed 
ignorance on the subject of the game laws: 
others replied that they hadn’t given the 
subject due attention as yet, while others 
yet evaded almost completely the questions 
asked. Not one letter received re:erred to 
the subject of instituting special federal su- 
pervision over the game within the confines 
of our several forest reserves, wnich has 
been talked of so much. 

Our reasons for thus addressing these 
gentlemen at this time are that inasmuch as 
most of our states will this winter make 
alterations in their laws, we desired to 
bring up the subject of government control 
in order that, if there was any demonstra- 
tion in favor of it, it could be discussed pro 
and con previous to the convening of our 





several state assemblies. It would seem, 
however, that for true erudition on the game 
law question, the subject is again back to 
the sportsmen themselves, from whose com- 
mon ranks we have heard some of the bright- 
est thoughts yet expressed. 

Our letter to the several senators fol- 
lows: 


Dear Sir—For a number of years the 
leading sportsmen of the West have con- 
tended that for the betterment of the big 
game interests of our country the federal 
government should control the same. As it 
is now the state owns and controls it. In 
order to place the federal government in 
control what would, in your opinion, be the 
most advisable initial steps necessary? In 
our opinion it would be a very desirable 
thing to look forward to the transfer of the 
ownership of the game to the federal gov- 
ernment, if it could be accomplished con- 
sistently and practically. A great number 
of game animals range from one state to 
another, and are only owned by the state 
during the time of their occupancy of the 
same. 

Again, the game laws of several west- 
ern states are widely different in their pro- 
visions, and we attribute many of the In- 
dian troubles in the West to the conflicts 
between state and federal authorities over 
the game question, as it is hard to make the 
Indians believe that they should not hunt 
annually. 

The above, however, are minor ques- 
tions when it comes to the matter of pro- 
tection of the game, which we believe the 
government should. offer it. 

If you will kindly let us know your views 
regarding this we shall, on behalf of the 
sportsmen of the West, be very thankful to 
you.

Maine has had for some years most ex- 
cellent game laws with the result that there 
is more large game within our borders to- 
day ten times over than twenty-five years 
ago. I can conceive that it would be a good 
thing if the United States should assume 
the control as to all large game, but I have 
very serious doubts, first, as to whether or 
not Congress could take such control under 
the constitution, and secondly, whether or 
not the states would consent to yield this 
control.

Editor Outdoor Life--I agree with you 
that protection of wild game animals should 
be vested in the general government. The 
elk, for instance, used to be very abundant 
here in Oregon, but now it is very seldom 
that one can be seen. The killing of elk 
should be prohibited for a number of years. 
We have a law in Oregon, .. is true, prohib- 
iting the killing of elk, but we all know the 
federal laws are more strictly enforced, as 
a rule, than are state laws. But the impor- 
tant feature is that the laws should be uni- 
form.. I have not given the matter careful 
thought, but it occurs to me that the federal 
government could not be vested with the 
power except by a constitutional amend-

Editor Outdoor Life—I have yours of the 
26th inst., in which you suggest the better 
protection of game by giving the federal 
government control over the same; and you 
ask my opinion as to what would be the 
most advisable steps to secure that end. 

The wild game in Colorado, and in all 
other states, can only be protected by state 
laws. The general givernment can not make 
laws of that character that will have any 
force inside of the state; it may do that in 
territories. It is true the game does roam 
from one state to another, but that does not 
authorize the general government to pass 
laws for its protection. The general govern- 
ment does protect game in the Yellowstone 
Park, although the park is within the state 
of Montana; but the park was established 
while Montana was a territory, and the ad- 
mission of the territory as a state did not 
interfere with this national control. 

It is utterly useless to attempt to secure 
national legislation on this subject; it will 
be a waste of time and energy. Those who 
desire to preserve the game in the United 
States should endeavor to secure good uni- 
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form laws for the protection of game in all 
the states where it is now found, and then 
create a sentiment among the people favora- 
ble to the enforcement of such laws. It is 
useless to pass laws unless some provision 
is made, also, for their enforcement vy 
proper punishment of those who violate such 
statutes.

GAME SHOT THROUGH HEART. 


Editor Outdoor Life—I see in the Octo 
ber number an article under the heading, 
“Going Back to Black Powder.” ‘This gen 
tleman wants to hear from some of the 
small-bore advocates, so I will accommodate 
him, and I wish to say for his benefit and 
that of others who do not understand the 
subject: Suppose two bears were shot 
with the same gun, with same weizht of 
lead, ete., in identically the same place, 
the first one being shot before he became 
excited and maddened by the worrying of 
a dog, while the latter one was excited 
and maddened. The latter one would live 
much longer than the first. The effect is 
practically the same on other game. 

I will relate an instance of a male deer 
shot by myself. I shot at this deer while 
running. I cut him across the brisket just 
enough to make the blood run good, and 
thought I had given him a dead shot. Hav- 
ing a dog, I let him go, as he wanted to 
take the trail. I had a .44-90-500 Ballard 
rifle with “everlasting” shells, and used the 
paper patch. I carried a capper and de- 
capper combined, so as to reload my shells. 
I had but one load left. The dog started 
the buck at about 200 yards from me, and 
I fired again and missed. The dog stopped 
the deer within half a mile. I followed as 
fast as possible and soon heard the dog 
baying. When I got in sight the deer was 
charging the dog and I feared he would get 
hurt, so I quickly loaded a shell, not stop- 
ping to patch the bullet. I fired at the buck 
at about forty yards, as he turned one of 
his broad sides. But he paid no attention 
to me, so I supposed I had missed by not 
patching the bullet. I hastened to reload, 
this time taking care to patch the bullet. 
I had just pressed the bullet into the shell 
when I saw the buck stagger, and he soon 
fell. When I came to dress this deer 
{ found that the bullet had passed 
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through the heart and he had tilived 
long enough to have run over one-quarter of 
a mile. This gun had the greatest shock- 
ing power of any black powder gun I ever 
used. I cite this instance because it was 
a deer. Mr. Wooster, in the “Rifle and Trap” 
department, says that the bear charged him. 
Now I am not exactly a tenderfoot in this 
line, for I have had more than one béar 
charge me, and I never had one come at 
me stern first. It strikes me that this must 
have been the mode of this bear when charg- 
ing a man, for Mr. Wooster says he broke 
the neck at the base of the skull. If the 
bear had been coming as they usually do, 
he would have been shooting him in the 
face instead of at the base of the skull. 
We would like Mr. Wooster to tell us what 
position this bear was in when he shot.

[We doubt if Mr. Haws’ deer was shot 
THROUGH the heart, if it traveled a quar- 
ter of a mile, and yet had stamina enough 
left to charge a dog. We have never yet 
heard of such vitality in a game animal, 
and would not believe it possible unless the 
heart was merely “furrowed” by the bullet. 
If either of the ventricles or the auricle of 
the heart were pierced it would be impossi- 
ble for any animal to perform such work as 
described. If only the wall of the heart was 
pierced, it might be possible—in which case 
Mr. Haws should have so stated it.—Ed.]

Great Bend, Kan., Oct. 4—One buyer 
here took over 2,000 ducks from duck shoot- 
ers, mostly from Cheyenne pottom, in one 
day. Previously he bought over 2,000 each 
day for four successive days, and scarcely 
a day passed since the duck season began 
that he did not buy several hundred. Be- 
sides this buyer in the Bend the buyers at 
Hoisington bought similar quantities. It is 
a low estimate that 50,000 wild ducks have 
been killed in Barton county during the 
past few weeks. 

The largest number of course were ob- 
tained on Cheyenne bottom, but the galt 
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marsh of Ellinwood and the Walnut and 
Cow creeks and the Arkansas river furnished 
a good percentage. One hunter on Cheyenne 
bottom one day got 133 in six shots with a 
magazine shotgun, and with these guns sev- 
eral men have records of over 100 ducks 
in six shots lately. One man has made a 
record of over 500 ducks in a single day on 
the bottom. 


If the above is true the conditions in 
Nebraska are worse than we had thought 
they were. Years ago prairie chickens and 
ducks were shipped into Omaha almost by 
the carload—to such an extent that the indig- 
nation of the sportsmen of that state was 
heightened to the boiling point. A deter- 
mination arose among these men to put 
through a law and place men at the head 
of affairs in that state which would stop the 
slaughter and sale of these birds. A law 
was accordingly passed by the last assem- 
bly which it was thought had been the means 
of stamping out the evil, and we learn with 
deepest regret of the conditions as depicted 
above. All we can hope is that the work 
of these men is exaggerated.—Editor.

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SAM’S HARD LUCK. 


“Hurry up there, John,” shouted Sam. 
“Get the horses saddled just as quickly as 
possible. I saw four big bear tracks right 
down by the corral. They have come out for 
the spring and they are whoppers, I tell 
you.” 

Rushing into the house, Sam hurriedly 
took down his .45-90, while John secured and 
arranged the horses and then filled his .30-40 
with fresh cartridges ready for the fray. 
The bear had taken a round-about course, 
going about four miles towara a high ridge, 
but for some reason turning directly north 
just before reaching the high and barren 
ridge and taking down a shallow ravine to- 
ward a thick patch of timber upon a large 
piece of table land, or second bench land 
about half a mile below. When Sam and 
John reached this turning-off place it was the 
suggestion of the first that one of them fol- 
low the trail while the other ride ahead 
about two miles and reach the other side of 
the forest directly in line with the course of 
the four big bear. They had no dogs and the 
logs were down thick just before the heav- 
iest timber was reached, but this course was 
decided upon and Sam was tne one to bring 
up the rear, as he believel himself capable 
of demolishing almost any bear that ever 
breathed with his tried ana trusted .45-90. 
The wind was blowing from the south and 
directly toward the patch of woods. There 
were plenty of shale rocks over which John 
would be compelled to go with his iron-shod 
horse and this would make noise enough to 





scare out a whole regiment of bear. Sam 
had reached the deadfall of timber, however, 
before John had come to the place where 
the wind would sweep the sound of horse 
and rider directly over into the woods. 
Horse and rider were soon tangled up woe- 
fully. 

Farther and farther north they went, 
seeking some place out of the difficulty until 
the north side of the woods was actually 
reached, when a racket such as Sam had 
never heard came floating upon his jaded 
senses—a crashing of dry timber, a swishing 
of bushes and all at once, right before him, 
not forty yards away, emerged four big 
brown bear. The horst snorted and lunged 
backward, turning Sam completely around, 
and with a bound away he went, carrying 
the .45-90 away with him entangled in the 
rope loosely hanging from the halter about 
his head and under the bridle. Sam does not 
know what really happened excepting that 
when he came to he found himself hanging 
for life to the branch of a tree some ten 
feet above the ground, while over the oppo- 
site hill away toward the northeast four 
bear were hurrying with all the speed of 
bears so badly scared as hardly to know 
which direction they were going. 

When John came up an hour later and 
shouted from the opposite ridge: “Did you 
see anything of the bear?” the response was: 
“I think I did, but they all got away, and if 
my horse had only held on a little longer | 
would certainly have killed all of them.”

GAMBEL’S PARTRIDGE. 


(Frontispiece this month.) 


Gambel’s partridge is a rarely beautiful 
and interesting bird, but because of its lim- 
ited range it is not as well known as it de- 
serves to be. It is a resident of “Northwest- 
ern Mexico and contiguous portions of the 
United States from western Texas fo south- 
ern California, north to southern Nevada and 
southern Utah.” In southern Arizona it is 
common wherever bodies of water are found. 
In the days of travelling by stage coach over 
the hot plains of Arizona the sight of a Gam- 
bel’s partridge was always welcome, for it 
indicated that water was not far away. In 


this dusty region water was ever a desidera 
tum to the traveler. Not infrequently springs 
and pools of water were several miles apart. 
Thus the appearance of this handsome game 
bird was indeed cheering to the weary trav- 
eler, who soon gave it the name of Arizona 
quail. 

Maj. Charles Bendire gives the following 
interesting account of the habits of Gambel’s 
partridge as he observed them while camp- 
ing near Tucson, Ariz.: “During the winter 
and early spring coveys of these birds might 
be seen almost daily, feeding and dusting 
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themselves in the immediate vicinity of my 
camp, and especially on the wagon roads 
leading to it. They frequented these mostly 
in the mornings and occasionally in the even- 
ings, the birds scratching about in the sand 
and dusting themselves like domestic fowls. 
They appeared very sociable and were con- 
stantly calling to each other as the scattered 
covey moved from place to place. This note 
resembeld the grunting of a sucking pig 
more than anything else, and it is rather dif- 
ficult to reproduce the exact sound in print. 
Any of the following syllables resembles it, 
quoit, oit, woet, uttered rapidly but in a low 
tone. During the mating and breeding sea- 
son, the former commencing usvally in the 
latter part of February, the latter about the 
first week in April and occasionally later, 
according to the season, the male frequently 
utters a coll like yuk-kae-ja, yuk kae-ja, each 
syllable distinctly articulated and the last 
two somewhat drawn out. A trim, handsome 
and proud looking cock, whose more somber- 
colored mate had a nest close by, used an 
old. mesquite stump, about four feet high 
and not more than twenty feet from 
my tent, as his favorite perch and I had 
many opportunities to watch him closely. 
Standing perfectly erect with his beak 
straight up in the air, his tail slightly 
spread and wings somewhat drooping, he 
uttered his call in a clear, strong voice every 
few minutes for a half hour or so, or until 
disturbed, and this he repeated several times 
a day. I consider it a call of challenge or 
of exultation, and it was taken up usually 
by any other male in the vicinity at the 
time. During the mating season the males 
fight each other persistently, and the victor 
defends his chosen home against intrusion 
with much valor.” While courting his mate 
this handsome bird is at his best. In a 
graceful and stately manner he struts 
aiound the evasive female uttering soft coo- 
ing notes and constantly bowing his head. 
The alarm note, which Major Bendire has 
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likened to the syllables craer, craer, several 
times repeated, is usually uctered by the en- 
tire covey. 

Though a ground bird and more inclined 
to hide than to fly away when disturbed, 
Gambel’s partridge frequently perches in 
trees,and by many authorities it is believed 
to roost in trees at night. Its food consists 
of grasshoppers and ants, of which it is es- 
pecially fond, though it also eats other kinds 
of insects. It also feeds upon grains and 
seeds, the tender leaves and buds of herba 
ceous plants and berries. 

Though the usual nesting site of Gam 
bel’s partridge is a slight hollow, excavated 
by the bird in the light soil of bottom lands 
and usually under the protection of a tuft 
of tall grass, other situations are some- 
times chosen. They will nest in grain fields 
or in brush fences. Major Bendire found 
one nest which was placed in a slight de- 
pression on the top of a willow stump over 
two feet above the ground. Another pair, 
which he observed, had appropriated an old 
road-runner’s nest in a mesquite tree about 
five feet above the ground. It has also been 
known to nest in rather large cactus plants. 
Major Bendire suggests as a reason for these 
birds leaving the ground and resorting to 
trees and cacti for a nesting site, the fact 
that they have “undoubtely lost their eggs 
or small young on former occasions, and 
learned from experience that such a situa- 
tion is in many respects a safer one.” It 
is well known that large snakes, and in some 
instances gila monsters, prey upon their 
eggs. 

The eggs, usuaily ten to twelve in the set, 
are often laid on the dry soil. When a lin- 
ing is_present in the nest it generally con- 
sists of a small quantity of dry grass and 
leaves. In some instances the nest cavity 
is so deep and so narrow that the eggs are 
placed in two horizontal layers, the one on 
top of the other.

NON-RESIDENT LICENSE 


For some time the Grand Pass Shooting 
Club, situated in Greene county, Illinois, on 
the Illinois River, has been a thorn in the 
side of the executive machinery of the IIli- 
nois state game department. There is a 
clause in the Illinois game law providing 
for a $15 non-resident license, and the sports- 
men of Missouri and adjoining states have 
been in the habit of going over into Illinois 
and evading this license. The Grand Pass 
Club is an organization composed of sports- 
men from several state,and one of its mem- 
bers, Henry J. Cummings of St. Louis, was 
arrested in October, 1903, and fined $25 by 
a justice of the peace for hunting on the 
preserves of the Grand Pass Shooting Club 
without a license. Mr. Cummings’ defense 
was that as an invited guest of the club 
which owned its own property he was not 
amenable to the law covering the non-resi- 
dent license. He appealed the case to the 
Circuit Court of Greene county, which up- 
held the Justice Court’s decision. Cum- 
mings again appealed the case to the Su- 
preme Court of the state of Illinois, which, 
during the month of October, just passed, 
handed down a decision affirming the deci- 
sion of the Circuit Court. 

Of course the Illinois game department 
is justly proud of the victory, as it will 
establish a precedent for many other simi- 
lar cases, which will be prosecuted unless 
the offenders desist from crossing the bor- 
ders from other states and using “sports- 
men’s clubs” and “preserves” in Illinois for 
a cloak to evade the non-resident license. 
They have no more right to claim protection 
under this guise than if a set of men of sev- 
eral states organized a club and bought 
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ground in Colorado’s game fields for the 
purpose of hunting, and tried to evade the 
non-resident license because of the fact that 
they were “invited” by the owners of such 
preserve, they, themselves, in fact 
part owners.

The Supreme Court in commenting on its 
reasons for the decision, said: “The lan 
guage of the court in re Eberle, 98 Fed. Rep. 
197, is applicable to the present case. There 
the defendant was arrested for hunting in 
a preserve in Henderson county, Ill. The 
land upon which he was charged with hunt 
ing was owned by a corporation in which 
he held stock, as the defendant did in the 
case at bar. There the defendant 
non-resident and contended that, being an 
owner of land in Illinois, he could not be put 
on a different footing from residents, and 
that the attempt to discriminate against 
him deprived him of the equal protection 
of the law. The court, in the 
the case, said: ‘The sovereign ownership of 
wild game is in the state, in trust for the 
benefit of its citizens, and a statute requir 
ing the payment of a license by a non-resi 
dent for the privilege of hunting such gam< 
within the state is a police regulation, within 
the power of the state, and not in violation 
of article 4, section 2, of the Federal consti- 
tution, or of section 1 of the fourteenth 
amendment, although said fee is not re 
quired of residents of the state.’”

This decision of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois will have the effect of 
decidedly cold water upon the views of our 
game hunters who have believed that a 
non-resident law is unconstitutional, and 
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who have stated that if it ever came to a 
test it would be proven so. 

We have received a letter from Mr. John 
A. Wheeler, Springfield, Ill., state game com- 
missioner, reading as follows: 


“Editor Outdoor Life—I beg to hand you 
herewith for your information and such pub- 
lication as you care to give the same, copy 
of a decision of the Supreme Court of Illi- 
nois on the constitutionality of the non- 
resident license law, and other questions 
involved in the Illinois law, in a case brought 
against H. J. Cummings of St. Louis, Mo., 
who was convicted in the Circuit Court of 
Greene county, this state, for hunting pro- 
tected game without first taking out a non- 
resident license. 

“You will please note the decision is a 
splendid victory for the game department 
of the state of Illinois, and will meet with 
the hearty approval of all sportsmen who 
favor the non-resident license as a splendid 
means of game protection. 

“If you can find space for the opinion in 
full I shall consider it a special favor if you 
will publish the same. If not, will you 
kindly give a synepsis of it, and greatly 
oblige, yours very truly,

While getting the launch in running 
order a couple of redheads swung past the 
wharf, and on their return Mr. Selbers and 
the scribe took an eighty-yard chance at 
them with 7%s chil.ed, and one concluded 
to remain with us. All being then in readi- 
ness we started up the lake, and before two 
miles of the trip was accomplished we ran 
into a bunch of six spoonbills, and they all

finally landed in the launch. 

We then mixed it with a bunch of reed 
hens or coots, and captured twenty-nine, and 
Mr. Neary became so excited at the fine 
shooting done by a few of the party that 
he volunteered to fry enough coots for the 
party’s dinner and also guaranteed the finest 
flavored meat any of us had tasted in many 
moons. 

We landed at the head of the lake, and 
Messrs. Neary and Tintinger disappeared, to 
come into view again with four pounds of 
creamery butter they had bought (or pur 
loined, I do not know which), two fry pans 
and a kettle. I guess they did not “swipe” the 
butter, as the owner of the milk house came 
over to see if any one needed the services 
of a physician after eating Mr. N.’s cooking. 

Comments regarding cook, coots, etc., 
were freely made, but the cook kept right 
along, “sawing wood,” and all that remained 
of twenty-four coots was a small pile of well- 
picked bones and a few remarks, such as 
“I wish you had cleaned and cooked a few 
more,” and, “Say, Mr. Neary, the new Astor 
Hotel will need a game chef, and if they 
pass you by they will be very unfortunate,” 
ete. 

Further coot shooting was then in order, 
and the distance that some of those birds 
were brought down would convince Greene 
that he made a serious mistake when he 
said the extreme range of a shotgun was 
sO many yards. There were a few mysteri- 
ous shots (misses) at close range that need 
not be mentioned, but we averaged about 
sixty per cent. hit and the number we killed 
I dare not write down, as we might get 
roasted; but we kept inside the limit, any- 
way. 

Russell Klein says he killed birds so far 
that he shattered the stock of his hammer- 
less. But some of the boys think it hap- 
pened when he mistook Mr. Hakk and the 
writer for creatures we were not, and 
filled or, rather, tickled us up considerably 
with chilled 7%s. 

Some of the party caught nice strings 
of pike, silver bass and perch. The day was 
a red letter one, all admitted, and we all 
hoped we could enjoy more such in the fu- 
ture. 

I can assure any parties visiting Spirit 
Lake for fishing or shooting that they will 
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find a fine set of sportsmen there, who will 
show them a good time. L. SHANNON. 





A NEW GARTERSNAKE. 


Editor Outdoor Life—On account of the 
present interest among students of natural 
history, due to the recent rediscovery in 
Michigan of the little gartersnake Eutaenia 
Butlerii, I have thought it might be of inter 
est to some of your readers to republish the 
following description: 

“Head slightly distinct, muzzle narrow 
and conical, olive brown above, with or with 
out two small, yellow, dark-bordered occipi- 
tal spots. Eye small, orbit over the third 
and fourth superior labials. 

“Body small; ground color light to very 
dark olive brown, marked with three yellow- 
ish, longitudinal stripes; dorsal stripe cov- 
ers one and two half rows of scales; lateral 
stripe covers more or less of the second, 
third and fourth rows, at least anterially; 
stripe usually bordered with black; lateral 
borders frequently break up Into segments. 

“Dorsal scales in nineteen rows, inferior 
row widest and more or less kéeled; supe- 
rior labials 7, rarely 8, inferior labials 8; 
oculars 1-3; temporals 1, 1, rarely 1, 2, sec- 
ond usually larger than the first and extends 
to the superior labials, loreal trapezoidal; 
ventrals and subcaudal plates yellowish in 
front, dark behind, with a dark spot on the 
anterior border of each end of each plate. 
Length 350-500 m. m. 

“This is a rare species found in Indiana, 
eastern Illinois, southern Michigan and west- 
ern Ohio. F. N. NOTESTEIN.”

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A DEER HUNT. 


Mount San Jacinto with its range forms 
the south wall of the San Gorgonia Pass, 
California. It is a high, rugged peak, espe- 
cially on the pass side, which is almost per- 
pendicular. The other slopes have a more 
gradual rise. It has an elevation of more than 
11,000 feet. Its timbered ridges and numerous 
flats afford a shelter the year around for the 
black-tailed deer. The fall of 93 found me 
on a large ranch in this picturesque pass of 
San Gorgonia, where I spent the summer in 
quest of health. Being a lover of the rifle, 
and as the open season for deer was at hand, 
I longed to try a hunt on this rugged peak 
that shut out the sun’s rays from the pass 
so early in the afternoon. 

A son of the rancher with whom I was 
stopping promised to accompany me, and as 
he knew the mountain well I eagerly ac- 
cepted his company. We decided to start at 
once. We got our equipage together, which 
consisted of everything necessary for such a 
trip, including two Winchesters and a goodly 
supply of ammunition. Our necessities in- 
cluded some ammonia for rattlesnake bites, 
and a gallon of good whisky, which was for 
bites also, as the county whose wilderness 
we were to penetrate was a “probation” 
county. One fine morning we packed our 
two animals and mounting our horses we 
said adieu to the folk for a few days. 

We took an eastern direction until we 
reached the foot of the old Hall trail, that 
leads up the mountain a few miles below the 
town of Banning. This steep rail led in and 
out pver the small ridges covered only with 
greasewood and scattering tamarack. Now 
and then we passed a deep canon or gorge, 
whose sycamore-covered bottom, although 
stripped of their leaves, were true signs of 
water. At last, after a hard climb of four 
hours we ascended a timber-covered divide 
of the main mountain and there nestled a 
few hundred feet below us was a large flat, 
our destination. Once on this flat we se- 
lected the mouth of a canon that terminated 
on the flat, forming a low, grass-covered de- 
pression, as a permanent camp, and, unpack- 
ing and unsaddling, we bathed our animals’ 
backs while they drank and then staked them 
out. We now ate a heavy meal of bacon, 
bread and coffee. The water that trickled 
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out on that meadow—ye gods! it was cold 
and refreshing. 

Shouldering our rifles, we set out for a 
few hours’ walk, looking for deer signs. 
We skirted portions of the flat, crossed sev- 
eral ridges and finally found where a bunch 
of deer had been feeding and had wandered 
off to bed. Pleased with these favorable 
signs, we started for camp just as the sun 
was sinking behind the range. We were 
within a mile of camp, and skirting the edge 
of a growth of pine we heard a crash and 
knew we had jumped deer. Running around 
and on to a rise, we were just in time to 
see three deer making up a ridge in front 
of us. Slowly, yet slower, they moved as 
they neared the top. Just before they gained 
the top one stopped and looked back at us. 
“A doe,” says I. “If it isn’t it’s a buck,” 
says Herb, and I saw a twinkle in the cor- 
ner of his eye. When running, does, more 
frequently than bucks, look back. We 
squatted there until they were pver the 
ridge. Neither of us had snapped a cap. 
They were out of respectable range. We had 
hunted before and could wait for a decent 
shot. Returning to camp, we ate a hearty 
dinner on the strength of what we consid- 
ered our first day’s good luck. Changing our 
picketed horses, we turned in for the night 
on a bed of pine boughs and slept the sleep 
of the just. 

Long before sun-up we had turned out, 
eaten our breakfast, and, taking our rifles, 
were once more after the wily buck. On 
coming to a low gap in a divide we separ- 
ated, hoping to cut fresh signs. Working my 
way slowly, I ‘reached a slight elevation, 
where I could see quite a bit of an open 
about forty yards in front. There were two 
deer drinking. In my eagerness I stepped 
without looking. Crack went a chink-a-pin 
twig. The deer had turned in an instant 
and were facing me. I saw at a glance that 
there was a buck and a doe, so, raising my 
Winchester, I aimed at the buck’s chest (for 
as fate would have it they were both facing 
me) and fired. He whirled, and as he 
bounded off I fired on the up jump; down 
he went. Running up to him, I cut his throat 
and to my great joy saw that he was a 
five-pointer. I was about to skin his legs 
down to get him ready to pack when bang 
went Herb’s gun. I knew if he had any 
show at all the bullet had hit, for he was a 
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sure shot. Dropping my knife, I grabbed my 
rifle just in time to see a buck stagger and 
fall stone dead within a few yards of mre. 
Running up to him, I again brought my knife 
into play. Turning him over, I saw a hole 
right over his heart. Herb’s shot was true. 
Grea. Scott, what fine luck! We had two 
fine bucks. Herb’s was a two-point. As I 
stood looking at him my friend came up, 
having struck his track and followed him. 
“Well, old man; good luck,” he said. We 
shook on it and after carrying them to a 
near-by tree, hung them up, went to camp, 
got our pack animals and took our meat to 
camp. With an axe we cut off our trophies, 
the antlers, and rolling them up with the 
salted hides, quartered the meat and hung 
it on a convenient pine in the shade. 

As it was now noon we partook of a meal 
of heart and liver, being careful not to eat 
too much liver, and after filling our pipes, 
discussed our good luck. We had not antici- 
pated having such good luck the first day, 
so we decided that after a hunt in the early 
part of the next day we would return home 
if we found no luck. 


Oh, yes; you ask where our bullets hit. 


We found my first shot had struck the 
shoulderblade, and glancing had come out at 
the brisket, cutting into the windpipe. My 
second had gone clear through the body in 
front of the diaphragm. 

As for Herb’s shot, he had hit the heart, 
but being one of the bunch that unobserved 
had run from me when I hit mine, the blood 
had been coursing through his system at a 
lively rate, so he ran for about twenty yards 
and circled to where I was. Had he been 
standing he would have made no tracks, a 
condition I had noticed on many of my 
hunting trips. 

When the sun awoke us next morning we 
hurriedly ate and got our pack horses in 
shape. These were smaller than our first. 
Herb’s was a small three-point while mine 
was a two-point buck. The horns came off 
with the hides and then the packing began. 
We had all the meat we wanted, and made 
the homeward start at 10 o’clock, reaching 
the ranch at five that evening, tired, yet 
happy and proud of capturing two such mon- 
archs of the San Jacinto mountains. If you 
were to go to J. M. Gilman’s ranch in the 
Pass you would find that those two largest 
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pairs of antlers still] adorn the ranch dining 
room. Many of the neighboring ranches 
shared the venison with us, and many an old 
rancher remarked that that five-pointer was 
the largest ever killed on San Jacinto mount- 
ain.

MR. BARKER’S MOOSE PICTURES.

We received 
the following letter from Mr. Barker in re 
ply to ours: 

Editor Outdoor Life—Yours of May 
just received. Glad that the photos 
suitable for reproducing. You ask me if 
they were not taken in some park. Now, | 
assure you this was not the case. They were 
taken about one-half mile from my home 
camp at Blue Mountain Lake, where they 
yarded during the winter. There is no fence 
within twenty miles. Mr. J. W. Burns of 
Cashingford, Victoria county, New Bruns- 
wick, was with me at the time, and we sim- 
ply started them and.ran them down. There 
was about five feet of snow on the ground, 
and they were helpless when compelled to 
leave their beats. Of course, many of the 
readers of Outdoor Life may think that they 
were tame moose; but I have written you 
plain facts. I have caught moose many 
times—have even handled caws and yearlings 
when entangled in the deep snow in this 
way. Moose are plentiful in this section. 
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During a ten days’ hunt—October ist to 10th, 
1903—Mr. George A. Reeber of 409 East 
One Hundred and Seventh street, New York 
City, and I saw thirty-four moose, fifteen be- 


ing bulls. Either he or Mr. W. W. King,

a reliable party and have hunted and trapped 
all my life.

But this is 
not the fishing history 1 was going to tell 
you about. 

Last January I came to Sioux Falls and 
put up at John Doyle’s Teton Tavern. As 
the thermometer was cavorting around the 
thirty below mark, and about as unsteady 
as the wheat market, I kept pretty close to 
the side of the room where the radiator was 
fastened to the floor. It seemea that my rep- 
utation as a fisherman had preceded me, as 
Grover would say, and in about a week all 
the “tin horn” fishermen in town kept calling 
on me, as they said, to pay their respects, 
and I guess tha. was all they wanted to pay, 
because they never paid for any of the hot 
toddies that the elevator boy carried up the 
stair steps to my room. 

There was one feller who was called “Un- 
lucky Ike” who had gained quite a national 
reputation some years ago by putting a bull 
off a bridge down in Texas, single-handed, 
with one hand tied behind his back, and one 
day he bantered me to go fishing. Well, 
your Uncle Bill never took a dare of that 
kind in his life, and never will if I live to be 
200 years old, by gum, so | called his bet. 
and we agreed to start next morning with a 
party of four for Wet Water lake, which lies 
sixty-three miles north by northwest of here. 
We were off next morning before sunrise 
with our tackle, and a good-sized lunch bas- 
ket, and after a two hours’ hard tramp 
through the deep snow which in some places 
was drifted thirteen to nineteen feet, and 
going dead against the wind, we arrived at 
Wet Water lake and rigged our tackle. 

We fished until 10 o'clock, but nary a 
nibble could we get. We used all kinds of 
spoons, and that class of contrivance, but it 
was no go. We were discouraged, and Billy 
Tate, the short-legged fellow, wanted to 
start back to Sioux Falls, and to be honest 
and truthful, your Uncle Bill sorter felt that 
way too. As I knew that we had fifty-eight 
miles to walk back, and with the snow five 
feet and seven inches on the level it didn’t 
look to be any “cinch” either. Then “Un- 
lucky Ike” said he knew of a creek called 
Dry Run just twenty-two miles further wes. 
and he said he would put on his snow shoes 
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and go over there and get some minnows 
for bait. Well he “lit out” and in three- 
fourths of an hour he was back with two 
dozen minnows—nice black-nosed chubs. 
Well, sir, you kin believe it or no, but, by 
cracky, them fish just went plum crazy. 
While we were baiting up our hooks they 
commenced to gnaw holes in the ice so as 
to get at those minnows, and we could see 
about a dozen old fellows laying back draw- 
ing cuts to see who would get the first strike 
at the minnow that was cast their way. 
Johnny Gillman said he thought they were 
true sports and kinder “sugared” up to them. 

Well, we fished for one hour by the watch 
and then stopped to eat our lunch, and count 
up our catch. We found that we had 186 
bass that averaged six and_ threefourths 
pounds apiece and sixty-eight pickerel that 
averaged thirteen and one-hait pounds 
apiece. That made us feel pretty good and 
we tackled the lunch basket. Then the fact 
dawned on us, with a deep dull thud, that 
“Unlucky Ike” had a motive in insisting on 
carrying the lunch basket, and preferring 
the rear of the procession. To tell you 
everything that was said would simply bank- 
rupt the English language. Then “Billy” 
said he could help us out a little, and he 
pulled out a big bottle of what he called 
“snake bite remedy” (but it was marked 
“Old Underoof Rye’) and asxed for a cork- 
screw. But the remedy was’ corkscrew 
proof. It was frozen solid and we had to 
break the bottle and chop the remedy up in 
chunks. “Unlucky Ike,” as usual, ‘butted 
in” and got the biggest piece. We used 
snow for a “wash” and started fishing again 
and in one hour and a half we had landed 
137 wall-eyed pike. We did not take time 
to weigh them all, but weighed the largest 
and the smallest one. The largest 
weighed twenty-one pounds flat and .ae 
smallest one weighed eleven and _ three- 
fourths pounds. We also got forty-six more 
pickerel of the same size that we got in the 
forenoon. Now maybe some of them col- 
lege-bred chaps who are away up (or away 
off) in fishology can tell us why the bass bit 
in the forenoon and the wall-eyed pike in 
the afternoon, and the pickerel at any old 
time. We pause for an answer. 

Well, as we had sixty-six miles to walk 
back to Sioux Falls, and it was. getting 
colder every minute, we concluded to quit.

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We gathered up our fish and struck the back 
trail. We had not gone more than eighteen 
miles until we scared up a flock of jack 
rabbits, and as we all had automatic guns, 
we knocked over eighty-three of them be- 
fore they got out of range. We gathered 
them up and trudged along and as good luck 
would have it, just as we were plum tuck- 
ered out and had just twenty-three more 
miles to go, we were overtaken by a street 
car. We didn’t do a thing but flag it and 
crawled aboard. We were awfully’ sorry 
afterwards that we did, for when we got in 
the golswizzled conductor charged us $14.85 
freight on our game and fish and as “Un- 
lucky Ike” was broke, the other’ three 
“was it.” 
Wait until I lite my pipe.

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SHIELDS AND THE L. A. S. 


We have received the following commu- 
nication from Mr. W. T. Hornaday, the great 
American naturalist, and director of the New 
York Zoological Society, which we _ take 
great pleasure in publishing: 


Editor Outdoor Life—It is to the interest 
of your readers and the general public that 
you should be placed in possession of the 
facts bearing on the other side of the issue 
between the Washington State Game Protec- 
tive Association and the League of American 


Sportsmen. Having always felt it my duty 
to criticise and admonish Brother Shields 


whenever I thought him to be seriously in 
the wrong, now that I know the other side 
is in the wrong, it is up to me to speak out 
in meeting. Although it is necessary that I 


should speak plainly, I do so with malice 
toward none, and charity for all. There are 
only two other men who know the facts in 


this case as thoroughly as 1 know them. 

I wish to state for the information of all 
concerned that G. O. Shields, W. T. Hornaday 
and Arthur F. Rice in particular and the 
L. A. S. in general have been outrageously 
deceived by the men of the state of Wash- 
ington whom Mr. Kershaw represented at the 
Columbus convention of the league. Further- 
more, the treatment recently accorded Mr. 
Shields by the Washington State Game Pro- 
tective Association and the Pacific Sports- 
man Magazine is grossly unfair and unsports- 
manlike 

Here is my bill of particulars: 

Charges Made—No. 1.—‘“It was found that 
Mr. Shields was peddling the convention 
about the country,” etc. 

No. 2—*The reason for this (opposition to 
Ww ashington State Game Protective Associa- 
tion) was that it took a dollar for each mem- 
ber out of Mr. Shield’s personal pocket.” 

The Facts 1—For four years past it 
has been the fixed ae well-known policy of 
the executive committee of the L. A. 8S. to 
hold each annual convention in the state 
which has shown the greatest gain in mem- 
bership during the previous year. That policy 
took the convention to Indianapolis, to Min- 
neapolis and to Columbus. At Columbus this 
policy was once more openly stated. On the 
strength of it there came from Portland, Ore., 
a cordial invitation, and a pledge to show a 
league membership of 500 by the opening of 
the convention. 

Then came forward Mr. Kershaw of Wash- 
ington with a carefully-written, eloquent and 
grandly-cordial invitation to the league to 
hold the convention in Seattle. And with all 
the earnestness and eloquence that he could 
command—no small measure, either—Mr. 
Kershaw pledged himself and those he rep- 
resented to put into the league 1,000 Wash- 
ington members, if the invitation were ac- 
cepted. The invitation closed with an earn- 
est appeal for an immediate decision, in or- 
der that Washington might be notified at 
once, by wire, to aid the “boom.” Mr. Ker- 
shaw then had full faith in his constituents. 

I happen to be a member of the executive 
committee of the league, and so far as I know 
I have never yet been accused of wearing 
any other man’s collar. I confess, with 
chagrin and mortification, that I thought the 
Washingtonians were sincere and would 
keep their pledge. I was the first to advo- 
cate a departure from our previous rules, and 
an immediate acceptance of the Seattle in- 
vitation. Mr. Shields (very wisely, it now ap- 

rs) counseled the usual postponement of 

cision. Secretary Rice supported me. 
a Shields reluctantly yielded, and the next 
day the decision was announced and received 
with cheers. 

Well, what happened? 

A few months later, when I asked Mr. 
Shields over the ‘phone how fast the Wash- 
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ington people 


were bringing in their 1,000 
members, 


I was informed that none had been 
secured, and furthermore, a state organiza- 
tion of sportsmen was being formed, which 
seemed to indicate that the league need 
never expect any great increase in member- 
ship in Washington. 

_ Until forced to do so, I would not credit 
either the information or what it foreshad- 
owed; but now I am wiser. For reasons that 
salve their own guilty consciences, the Wash- 
ington sportsmen announce that the presi- 
dent of the league “will be forever out of 
business in the state of Washington.” Mr 
Shields is considered gravely at fault because 
he vigorously protested (as it was his duty 
to do) against the dose of broken pledge and 
bad faith that was about to be served up to 
the L. A. S. 


For myself I heartily welcome the 


) } organ- 
ization of strong and capable local associa- 
tions for the protection of animal life. The 


more the better, say I; and there can’t be too 
many. But the Washington organization is 
in a class by itself. It was formed a year 
too soon, and for two perfectly evident pur- 
poses: (1) to protect game and fish, and (2) 
to keep Washington sportsmen out of the 
L. A. S. I am not now so credulous as I 
was in Columbus, and I see what all can see 
—that no welcome awaits the L. A. S. in 
Seattle, and that the 1,000-member pledge of 
Brother Kershaw is a dead letter. Most as- 
suredly the convention will not go to Seattle 
unless at least one-half the promised in- 
crease in membership is made good, and in 
advance—which of course it never will be 
The Seattle men have definitely thrown up 
the sponge. 

The treatment accorded the league by tne 
Washington sportsmen is the worst that the 
league ever has received from anyone. Hav- 
ing been chiefly instrumental in bringing 
about a premature acceptance of Washing- 
ton’s invitation, I feel correspondingly mor- 
tifled by the fiasco. It was published in the 
Pacific Sportsman, in extenuation of the sur- 
prising course of their state organization, 
that when the president of the league made 
quick protest against the formation of a 
state organization prior to the league con- 
vention, and “the members of the association 
used every endeavor to present the whole 
controversy in its proper light,’ these over- 
tures were “met with nothing but sarcastic 
responses, and censure from the president of 
the League of American Sportsmen.” 

Very properly, Mr. Shields used the strong- 
est English at his command in protest 
against the breaking of the Seattle pledge 
As president of the league, it was his duty 
to do so. It is right to protest strongly, and 
even sarcastically, if necessary, whenever a 
friend proposes to betray us, and go back on 
his word. And for this Mr. Shields is read 
out of the state of Washington! Mr. Shields 
did perfectly right in threatening to have the 


L. A. S. convention held elsewhere than in 
Seattle. Who could expect us to consent 
that the league convention shall be held 


amongst men who have no regard for solemn 
and specific pledges, given in a national con- 
vention? But for the pledge of Washington. 
given by Mr. Kershaw, t he invitation and 
offer of Portland would have been accepted 
If it is renewed now no doubt it will be ac- 
cepted, and if this be “peddling the conven- 
tion,’ then let the stultified “sportsmen” of 
Washington make the most of it. 
Charge No. 2—It is a common 
men who hate the league, or Mr. 
sonally, one or 


thing for 
Shields per- 
both, to assert that the or- 


ganization is “a one-man affair,” or that it 
is for the benefit of recreation, or that the 
annual dues go into “the personal pocket” 
of Mr. Shields. It is time for such allega- 
tions to be answered, once for all. 

There are a few men in New York, of 


whom the writer is one, who know to a cer- 
taintv that so far from being of personal 
benefit to Mr. Shields. or to his magazine, the 
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league has made him poor, and is keeping 
him so. To the best of my knowledge and 
belief he has spent on the league and in its 
work at least $70,000 more than he ever has 
or ever will get back in any form, either in 
cash or in appreciation. Time and again Ar- 
thur F. Rice and the writer have earnestly 
remonstrated with him for continually im- 
poverishing himself in the game-protective 
measures that he pushes in the name of the 
league. He lives like a hermit, and beyond 
his annual vacation, spends no money save 
on league work, and in being good to his 
friends. On no organization ever formed 
would I spend the money that G. O. Shieids 
spends every year in the cause of game pro- 
tection. ‘The annual dues from league mem- 
bers are not half sufficient to meet the cost 
of labor, postage, printing and other ex- 
penses that Mr. Shields orders and pays for, 
every year! 

Mr. Shields is making game protection the 
great object of his life, utterly regardless of 
himself and his own interests. The good he 
has done and is doing cannot be told of 
here for it is too long a story. His devotion 
to that cause amounts to recklessness. but 
his work will live and grow long after he is 
gone. He says that his war on the game- 
hogs has cost Recreation fully 50,000 sub- 
scribers. There are thousands of men who 
lose no opportunity to injure him and his 
magazine. Many of his friends object to his 
drastic methods and strong language, but he 
replies that soft words won't do for thick- 
skinned men, and that it is of no use to hunt 
grizziv bears with goose-shot. 

Three times has the New York Zoological 
Society contributed substantial sums. of 
money to the treasury of the L. A. S.. to be 
spent at Mr. Shield’s discretion, in league 
work “for the protection of our native ani- 
mals.” That society recently sent Mr. 
Shields to Louisiana to stir up New Orleans 
in behalf of protection for our song birds, 
and secure legislation. It was the best in- 
vestment of money in the cause of bird pro- 
tection that the society ever made. and the 
resuits will be far-reaching. The sportsmen 
of Washington who say or who imply that 
league dynes go into “the personal vnocket” of 
Mr. Shields should be ashamed of themselves, 
for it is cruelly false. The league is a na- 
tional organization becanvse a national or- 
ganization is badlv needed, and even the 
sportsmen of Washington can well afford to 
be big enovgh and broad enouch to econ- 
tribute a dollar a vear,. each, to the work of 
a national organization. no matter how many 
local organizations they mov have! 

Bvt the snrortsmen of Washineton have 
put the president of the leacue “forever ont 
of business in the stete of Washineton.” 

well. so be it. Now let all the world 

that those men (of the Washineton 
State Game Assoriation and the Pacific 
Snortsman Magazire) have treated Mr. 
Shields and the Tt. A. S. verv badiv. and the 
men whom Mr. Kershaw renresented in good 
faith have broken the pledee civen bv him 
for them at Colyembrs. Tf thev are content 
to rest in the situation in which thev have 
niaced themselves. so mvreh the worse for 
them. This time Mr. Shields is in the right, 
and they are wholly in the wrone

Shields may have some very excellent quali- 
ties.

He also 
is very frequently blamed and sometimes 
punished for offenses of which he never was 
guilty.—Editor. 





QUERIES AND ANSWERS. 


A. P. Lee, Pasadena, Cal.—I have just come 
into possession of a very fine target shot- 
gun. I am a novice in the use of a shotgun, 
my very short experience being a few times 
at the traps. The drop of the stock is 2% 
inches at the heel and I feel very comforta- 
ble back of it. I am advised by some to 
have the stock bent to a drop of 2% inches; 
by others to have it bent to 3 or 3% inches. 
As the gun is a valuable one, I don't want 
to spoil its proper bend by experimenting un- 
til I am thoroughly satisfied that I am right. 
I will get much pleasure out of its use in 
the field and occasionally at the traps. Will 
you therefore answer the following ques- 
tions: (1) Is there any method to determine 
the correct drop of a gun stock for the indi- 
vidual other than the feeling of comfort 
when the gun is held at the shoulder? (2) 
What is the effect of a very straight stock 
on the shooting. and is such a stock desirable 
for all-aronnd use? (3) Do you advise 
learning with the present 2%-inch drop, or 
have it changed? I want to start with the 
right proposition for wing shooting. 

Answer.—(1) One way of testing the 
proper drop of gun for yourself is to throw 
up the gun to the shoulder with eyes shut 
and see if it comes to the right place. In do- 
ing this, if you don't see the front sight, the 
gun is too crooked. If you are looking too 
high over breech, the gun is too straight. 
Of course you must try several times. bring- 
ing it up to where it feels natural. and test 
on the average result. (2) A very straight 
stock is not good for all-around use, the ef- 
fect being to shoot too high. (3) A 2% to 
2%-inch drop will probably fit more men 
than any other drop. the 2 being used 
largely by trap shooters, but for both field 
and trap we would recommend you to stick 
to your 2%-inch drop.

Lind, Canton, Ohio.—I have a new 
Winchester shotgun which has not been fired 


fifty times, and which has been cleaned 
every time it was used. I find on cleaning 
after firing about ten shots that the powder 
has ground in the barrel. It is not rust pits. 
Have used a Tomlinson cleaner. hot water 
and turpentine. I had been using a new 
cheap powder. Kindly tell, if you can, what 
to use to clean the gun and oblige. 


Answer.—If sperm oil and a Tomlinson 
cleaner will not properly clean your shot- 
gun, it certainly has rust pits. There is 
nothing else except rust pits that will with- 
stand oil and the work of a good cleaner.

CANNONS FOR GRIZLIES. 


Editor Outdoor Life—My letter published 
in the July number was intended to soothe the 
feelings of some of the participants in this 
discussion, but it seems that at least one was 
still further irritated And I was so “incon- 
sistent”’ in my “preferences Well, I want to 
say to Mr. Figgins that my “preference” as a 
grizzly bear gun was dictated by my timidity 
and not by my “judgment A six-inch rapid- 
fire cannon would suit me better than the 
10-gauge, but I fear it would be rather cum- 
bersome to handle 

Now as to the ammunition My first ex- 
periments with the .30-30 caused me to prefer 
the U. M. C. flat-point 170-grain bullet and I 
have used it only and so far have not found 
any game in which they stopped “under the 
skin” or anywhere else In wood they hold 
together and show good penetration Re- 
cently a friend who had sold his .30-30 gave 
me a supply of Winchester soft-nose bullets 
which I shall use and watch results, which re- 
sults I may tell about later 

In conclusion I want to say that I think 
the origal object of this discussion has been 
lost sight of. Some of us “rifle cranks” want- 
ed a big-bore, high-power rifle different from 
any now manufactured. They tried by means 
of the columns of Outdoor Life to impress 
the idea on the gun makers of the country 
The friends of the small calibers have butted 
in and to some extent spoiled the impression. 
To these I want to say “Let us step out of 
the discussion. If a man wants any partic- 
ular kind of gun and can induce some one 
to make it for him I shall be glad to see him 
get it.”

THE 38-72. 

Editor Outdoor Life—Although I am nota 
subscriber to your excellent magazine, Ll have 
been an ardent admirer and reader of same 
since my introduction to it and to you at the 
Sportsman’s Show in New York, February 
last, and from that time on I have not missed 
a copy. 

Your large and small caliber discussions 
have greatly interested me and _ therefore 
this letter. In October number 1 see “Red- 
skin” desires information concerning the 
.88-72 Winchester, model '95, versus Winches- 
ter, model ‘94, 38-55, and this letter is to en- 
lighten him if within my limited power. 

First, for an all-around bullet, the .38-72 
can not be beaten. Why? It can be used 
equally well with smokeless or black powder; 
for big game shooting is of large enough 
bore to warrant tremendous shocking power; 
can be used with reduced loads and light 
weight bullets for short range target work 
with the full powder charge and soft point 
bullet and will stand up against any game 
on this continent; it is not a bottle-necked 
bullet, consequently will stand reloading 
mroe often than bottle-necked shells. 

The .38-72 can use any or all loads which 
the .38-55 takes as the diameters or bore of 
those bullets are the same, namely, .375 of an 
inch. 

With my Winchester, '95 model, and shells 


loaded with 20 grains black powder and a 
ball weighing 155 grains, Il am able to do fine 
work on a target up to and including 100 
yards Loading my shell with 48 grains of 
powder and a ball weighing 265 grains I have 
a load for a 200-yard target which is hard to 
beat. 

I have used a .38-55 Winchester and find 
it an excellent cartridge, but it can not hold a 
candle to the .38-72. The .32 Winchester Spe- 
cial is undoubtedly better all around than the 
30-30 owing to flatter trajectory, and al- 
though the .303 Savage shoots a heavier bul- 
let (10 grains heavier), the shooting power 
of the .32 Winchester Special is greatly in 
excess of the .303 Savage. 

Here is a little table of figures for above 
mentioned three bullets:

personally have a leaning towards large 
bore, high velocity rifles, for what I want is 
shocking power, and although this is said to 
be the property of the small bore high veloc- 
ity cartridges, still there is always room for 
justifiable doubt owing to the small bore; 
ae doubt is at once dispelled by the larger 
ore, 

Then again, to be a perfect all-around ri- 
fle, I want to be able to use black or smoke- 
less powder in it with equal ease; to be able 
to use a bullet or series of bullets which per- 
mits shooting at from fifty to five hundred 
yards ranges, depending on bullet used, and 
one which can be used as a high power rifle 
using expanding bullets for big game shoot- 
ing. 

The rifle which embodies all these excel- 
lent features is the .38-72 Winchester, model 
‘95. But this must be borne in mind: I do 
not claim it is the only rifle with these ex- 
cellent qualities; there are undoubtedly more, 
but that one is my choice. Should “Redskin” 
throw off his disguise and wish to open up a 
correspondence with me, I should be pleased 
to hear from him. I trust that I have not 
encroached too much on your valuable time 
and space.

BULLETS GOING TO PIECES. 


Editor Outdoor Life—I have been very 
much interested in the large and small bore 
discussion and while I know nothing about 
high power guns by actual experience, yet I 
would like to ask Mr. Figgins if he never 


knew one of our old lead bullets to go to 
pieces when striking a hard surface and if 
it might not have been the hardness of his 
elk’s skull instead of the high velocity that 
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destroyed the ball. I have made a good many 
experiments with rifles from the .40-82 Win- 
chester to the .22 and with revolvers, both 
Smith & Wesson and Colts, and have found 
that balls fired from these weapons against 
a hard and rough surface, like limestone, will 
frequently go to pieces, while bullets from the 
same box fired against a smooth surface will 
only flatten out. Will some other reader let 
us hear from him on this point. A good 
way to collect the fired balls is to set a thin 
pine box on end in front of the object aimed 
at. The bottom of the box will not inter- 
fere much with the velocity of the ball and 
it is an easy matter after firing to gather 
the lead from the inside of the box.

THE .30-30 AND .30-40. 


Editor Outdoor Life—Having noted Mr. 
Figgins’ last letter on the caliber question, 
would say, if you will a'low me space, I 
would like to correct some mistakes and at 
the same time mention one more advantage 
of the high velocity gun. Mr. Figgins tries to 
make it appear that the .30-30 and .30-40 are 
about the same thing. I said the bullet was 
too light, being about seventy grains lighter 
than the .30-40 or about one-third lighter 
than the .30-40. He also says that Mr. Beck- 
er's statement and my statements do not cor- 
respond. They should not, as the two guns 
mentioned are not alike. It will be remem- 
bered that I was speaking of the 236 or 6 mm. 
(one turn in 6% inches) when I called atten- 
tion to my argument. I do not claim the 
.380-40 lodges its bullets the greater part of 
the time, although it often occurs, and 
against the skin of opposite side. I could not 
differ from Mr. Becker, neither can I differ 
from any of the old hunters or guides, except 
Mr. Anthony. His letter sounds like he has 
not had the experience with the .30-40.

SMALL BEARS AND BIG BULLETS. 


Editor Outdoor Life—I would like to say a 
few words more in defense of the large cal- 
iber. However, as Mr. Crawford now admits 
that he thinks more of the .35 than any other 
gun made, there isn't much room for further 
argument with him. The .35 handles a bullet 
of 250 grains and was designed by the man- 
ufacturers as a high-power large-caliber 
gun. The .405, an arm even more powerful 
than the .35, carries a bullet of 300 grains, 
just 105 grains lighter than I am using in my 
.45-70 at present. 

A bullet of less than 200 grains could, I 
think, be safely classed with the small cali- 
bers, but ask Mr. Crawford. 

I appreciate the fact that either the .35 
or .405 are stronger shooters; still I think 
the difference in weight of bullet makes the 
.45-70 just as good, or a better all-around 
gun than any other now on the market; and 

am sure you will al! agree that it isn't 
always the best policy to change guns every 
few days just because some other fellow has 
a different shade of varnish on his gun stock 

Learn to shoot one gun, whether it be a 
.30-30 or a Queen Ann musket, but if the 
choice should fall to a .45-70 you won't be so 
very far behind the times when the actual 
count is taken; and if you choose to reload 
your own ammunition the pleasure is yours, 
where to my knowledge the Winchester Arms 
Company does not make reloading tools for 
the .33-405 nor the .35. When a man tells 
me he has used all the small calibers, or even 
most all of them, as well as the large. I size 
him up as either an awful uneasy fellow or 
a guide who has had numerous eastern hunt- 
ing parties during the past few years since 
the .30-30 came out, and possibly a man who 
does his hunting on paper (the captain of a 
canal boat, for instance). In the latter case 
a flint lock is quite as good as any. 

I was born and raised in the “Big Indian 
Me” country, the Rocky mountains of Colo- 
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rado, where Mr. Crawford and Mr. Elkins 
claim to hail from, and probably killed bear 
there several years before either got out of 
dresses; but it is likely from all accounts 
that these later days, say back from the 70's, 
some real enterprising man has been feeding 
the bears up there on goats’ milk and of 
course they grow larger. How about it, Mr. 
Elkins? 

I would like to be back in Colorado on 
election day and maybe I could trade my dis- 
carded .303 for a few of Mr. Elkins’ .32-40s, 
.30-30s, .38-55s, .40-82s, .45-60s, .45-70s, .45-90s, 
.30-40s—quite a string, but cut out the small 
ones and maybe you can remember them all. 

Mr. Crawford thinks a certain friend of 
his wouldn’t back up for a black bear. All 
I have to offer on that point its that after he 





has lived a few more years and has had a 
jaw broken and an arm almost chewed off 
he will know ‘more about it and “he who 


fights and runs away lives to fight another 
day,” as the old story goes. But I am going 
to tell a real new story, one you never neard 
before: 

Two years ago—the fall I bought my .302 
an old friend of mine wrote he was going 
to send his twenty-year-old son down here 
to Arkansas. “Put him through a course of 
sprouts and send him back to — with 
something in his head besides tom-foolery,” 
was the way the letter read. 

The lad arrived one November morning, 
armed with a .30-30 and wasn't afraid of any 
bear that ever made tracks in the sand, but 
it wasn’t twenty-four hours before he made 
up his mind he didn’t know as much about 
woodcraft as a Chinaman in a cottonwood log 
with the ends plugged up. 

The lad was pretty tired when we struck 
camp, so I left him rubbing hair oil on his 
feet while I went to set a trap some one-half 
mile away. I hadn’t been gone long when 
I heard three shots in rapid succession and 
made up my mind in a hurry that there was 
something doing in camp. On my arrival, the 
first thing which met my eyes was a scared 
kid up in the topmost branches of a pine 
tree, and on the ground nearby was a New- 
foundland dog just finishing the last of our 
lard and bacon. He came when I called, so 
did the kid. The latter left for home as 
quick as I could get him out of the timber 
and by careful examination I found that one 
of the soft-nosed bullets had passed clear 
through the dog’s neck within one-fourth of 
an inch of spine, causing the pup no incon- 
venience apparently, but if the .30-30 had 
done its work well there would have been 
one less dog in Arkansas. This is a fair sam- 
ple of the .30-30’s work, as well as the .303 
Either often fail to mushroom at the critical 
moment and for that reason I have discarded 
those two guns. Not like Mr. Crawford, my 
experience has been limited to the two small 
caliber arms mentioned; the others may be 
O. K. For the benefit of Mr. Elkins I will 
say a Frenchman from a lumber camp came 
and claimed the dog. so he need not be afraid 
to come to Arkansas for a cub. 

My new .45-70 weighs 7% pounds, has a 
nickel-steel barrel 24 inches lone. sighted for 
black powder. but with a slightly different 
adjustment of sights can use certain brands 
of smokeless powder with good _ results, 
though the turn is too slow for high power 
ammunition. 

The new wire-patched bullet is the firs 
of its kind cast for black powder guns an: 
pleases me very much so far. When i? 
doesn’t I will “kick" as quick as anyone 

One word more: I am not an expert shot 
but will guarantee to shoot fifty rounds of 
black powder cartridges in an hour and put 
forty-nine of them into a 4-inch circle at 
sixteen rods without cleaning my gun: he 
who shoots more than fifty shots per day at 
game must be in a verv wonderful country 
indeed. The .30-30. .32-40 and even the .25-35 
is good if you get the lead in a vital spot; 
if not, the cannon draws the most blood and 
is the gun for me. 
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Where I may not be strictly up to date, 
iike our friends Messrs. Crawford and Elkins, 
still again I hope to have as many pelts to 


‘take to market next spring as the next fel- 


low, no matter if the .30-30s are in style just 
now. 

I firmly believe in one good gun and stick 
to it (the .45-70) and if Mr. Elkins cares to 
keep an arsenal to protect himself from those 
large mastodons of Colorado it’s all right. I 
am willing.

MR. ANTHONY'S VIEWS. 


We have received so many letters asking 
if we could not get the views of Mr. J. W 
Anthony (the slayer of Old Mose) on the 
large and small caliber question, that we 
lately directed a letter to Mr. Anthony ,ask- 
ing him to give us a letter for publication, 
and received the following reply. We also 
received a letter touching on the bear ques- 
tion from him which we will publish in our 
January number: 

Editor Outdoor Life—Your letter asking 
my opinion of the relative merits of large 
and small caliber guns at hand. The question 
has been threshed out so repeatedly that I am 
certain that I can add nothing new and will 
likely be made to run the gauntlet of many 
facile pens. In the first place am I right in 
assuming that by large and small calibers is 
really meant black powder versus smokeless 
or high pressure powder? If so, I will say 
that to go back to black powder would seem 
to me as radical as to go back from black 
powder to a bow and arrow. Of course I am 
speaking of hunting rifles for large game. 
I have used of the black pwowder rifles for 
deer, elk, bear, etc., the following: .45-70, sin- 


gle shot; .45-75, bottle-necked shell; .45-90, 
.40-82 and .40-65, all Winchesters. Of these 
guns the .45-75 suited me the best. I know 


little of the scientific principles of rifles, tra- 
jectory and all that, but I do know that for 
long or short range, for accuracy and killing 
power, the .45-75 suited me the best of any 
in the above list. In fact it is in’a ¢lass by 
itself. Of course this make of rifle had its 
faults, the most serious being the danger of 
blowing back and destroying the man behind 
the gun. Having heard of accidents of this 
sort, I got afraid of my specimen and traded 
it off to another pioneer of Wyoming for a 
load of corral poles. This time it was the 
expected that happened, though the amount 
of damage, excepting to the gun, was not 
serious. 

The .30-40 rifle and the .30-40 carbine, both 
Winchesters. are the only smokeless guns I 
have used for hunting. The rifle is, I am 
t6ld, the more powerful of the two. How- 
éver, I believe that the carbine .30-40- has 
more killing power than any of the black 


‘powder guns above mentioned. 


So far as Old Mose giving no sign of being 
hit is concerned, that, I think, is due to the 
great vitality and power to resist punish- 
ment, and to the tenacious courage of the 


grizzly. This animal resembles some of the 
reptiles in the above respects and reminds me 
of that terror of my barefoot boyhood wad- 
ing days along the Illinois river—the snap- 
ping turtle—but much enlarged. If one ex- 
pected to find grizzlies I believe a .405 would 
be a very useful gun and should prefer it to 
the .30-40, but for anything else in the Untied 
States I think the .30-40 is good enough.

A FEW WORDS ON THE .38-55. 


With the approach of the open season for 
deer-shooting, chiefly in our northern woods 
in Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan, a few 
words on the choice of a proper rifie will not 
be amiss. The ideas of deer hunters on the 
best and most suitable rifle are very differ- 
ent. But one thing is significant. namley, 
that the majority of the best and most ex- 
perienced deer hunters are discarding their 
small bore high power rifles and are return- 
ing to the old reliable large bores, such as 
-38-55, .40-70, .40-82, .45-70 and .45-90. Car- 
tridges loaded with black, as well as smoke- 
less powder, are now being supplied for these 
calibers. As the best all-around rifle for deer 
I believe the great majority will choose the 
reliable and accurate .38-55 cartridge. As 
most deer in a wooded country are shot at a 
range averaging from 100 to 150 yards and 
oftener under this distance, this cartridge 
with 255-grain bullet is amply powerful, pro- 
ducing a strong shock when striking the 
game, making the killing more certain than 
can be done with the small caliber bullets. 
With these the game is too often only 
wounded and escapes, only to die in a se- 
cluded spot a mile or two distant from the 
place where shot by the hunter, many times 
causing the loss of the quarry to the sports- 
man. 

Another point, and this is not the least one 
in favor of the .38-55, is this: It has not 
the extreme long range and great penetration 
of the modern small bore bullets. As a mat- 
ter of safety this point can not be overesti- 
mated in a district where hundreds of differ- 
ent hunters are engaged in the sport at the 
same time, many of whom are not accus- 
tomed to the use of such dangerous weapons. 
I firmly believe that the adoption of such a 
rifle as the .38-55 would bring the accidental! 
destruction of human life down to a mini- 
mum. The history of the last few open deer 
seasons has been marked by an unusual eee 
list of fatalities, chiefly caused by the reck- 
less shooting with high power. long range. 
small caliber rifles in the hands of inexpe- 
rienced hunters. A good short range car- 
tridge is also furnished for this rifle. This 
can be used for target practice and on the 
smaller game, and is very accurate at ranges 
up to 100 yards. My choice is a’.38-55 Win- 
chester, 1894 model. half magazine, pistol 
grip, take-down, with 26-inch barrel, or a 
Savage rifle with improved pistol griv stock, 
.38-55 caliber. P. T. 8. 





HAND VS. FACTORY LOADS. 


Editor Outdoor Life—I have just read 
Lieutenant Whelen’s article on reloading 
ammunition and it certainly is the best that 
I ever saw. It flatters me to learn that my 
ideas are supported by such a man as Mr. 
Whelen. In the closing remarks of my arti- 
cle in the October number I wrote, “I can 
guarantee to load any black powder rifle 
cartridge with a bullet of my selection, and 
beat any factory load that is produced in 
America.” That was the main point that I 
had in mind, i. e.,, I would have a bullet that 
would fit the bore of the rifle; and, further- 
more, for greater range, killing power and 
penetration, have it one-third heavier than 
the factory bullet (the .45-120 Sharp's ex- 
cepted, as that has a reasonable weight of 
bullet), as I have ample proof from tests 
that I have made, that my tbeories in this 
respect are correct 


I have an order placed with the Ideal 
Mfe. Co. for a mold to cast a bullet for my 
.40-50, which I hope to receive in a few days. 
The factory bullet for this arm is .003 too 
small, but if my instructions are carried out 
in the making of the mold, I will have a 
bullet that will fit the bore of the rifle with- 
out having to depend on the upsetting of 
the bullet. The mold is a cylindrical ad- 
justable one, and the extreme length of bul- 
let that it will cast is 1% in., with the front 
end .32 across, as a bullet with a large flat 
front end is very much more paralyzing in 


effect." I ‘have abundant proof of this in 


killing deer. I may not use the bullet as 
lotg as that, for the model that they sent 
me weighed 570 grs., but I am reasonably 
sure to use one of 500 gers.

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POINTERS ON RIFLE SIGHTING. 


Editor Outdoor Life—To begin with, the 
writer wishes it distinctly understood that 
he lays no claim to infallibility; that he is 
liabie to err he realizes as fully as anyone, 
and that there are those that will differ 
trom him in many things he does not for a 
moment doubt. If criticism, therefore, should 
follow this article by readers of Outdoor 
Lite, 1 trust it may not be too severe. 

The subject I wish to touch on first is the 
sighting of rifles. Now, there are any num- 
ber of your readers that at once will ask 
why I don't give them something new. It is 
true that to a great many readers this will 
be nothing new, for any number of them 
know all about the sighting of rifles, etc., 
and yet there are others that do not. Infor- 
mation like the following can be readily ob- 
tained from manufacturers’ catalogues. “If 
the rifle shoots to the left, move the front 
sight to the left; if too low, raise the rear 
sight, etc.” All this and some more can be 
had from the above mentioned catalogues; 
but the question is: Is that all the rifleman 
wants to know? And I answer “No!” most 
emphatically. 

hat the interest in rifle sights is in- 
creasing and that the importance of properly 
sighted rifles is being more universally rec- 
ognized few well-informed shooters will de- 
ny. Large spaces are taken up in the sport- 
ing magazines and catalogues advertising 
sights that are calculated to steer the bullets 
straight to the bullseye with unerring ac- 
curacy. Lyman's, Sheard’s and King's sights 
are too well known to require mention here; 
besides, it is my intention to deal chiefly with 
the remodeling of the sights as sent out. on 
rifles from the factory. hat there is some- 
thing radically wrong either with the shoot- 
ers or the rifle sights can hardly be denied, 
as the majority of rifles whose sights have 
been remodeled am y attest. It is true that 
a large per cent. of factory sights that have 
been “tinkered with” are the worse for it. 
But that they can be greatly improved it is 
my intention to prove. That the factories 
cannot send out a good set of sights none will 
say, but to show that they do send out sights 
that can be materially improved is my pur- 
pose in writing this. . 

I will first touch on the open rear sight. 
It makes no difference what sort of rear sight 
it is or what factory turned it out; it will 
“blur,” “glisten,” “glimmer,” and throw the 
light in one’s eyes on a bright day held in 
nearly any direction, and yet this same sight 
properly worked can be made perfect and 
when properly remodeled will not “glisten” 
or “glimmer” held in any light. Even if held 
directly towards the sun or away from it, the 
sight positively will not blur. (It will be 
understood that a perfect sight might appear 
to blur to one whose eyesight was defective. 
To such statements made in this could hardly 
apply.) Now to be able to remove a sight 
to secure the above desirable results the 
reader will naturally imagine an expensive 
outfit of tools is required. The tools that I 
use conld be duplicated for about six bits. 
To make a rear sight something like this, 





take a round file about % inch in. diameter 
and break in two in the center. Then with 
the gun (which has been previously wound 
with heavy paper just in front of the sight to 
revent scratching should the file accidental- 
y slip) held in the left hand across the knees, 
muzzle inting from you with the larger 
part of the file held at an angle of 45°, com- 
mence ating carefully till the sight is shaped 
something like Cut No. 1. Remember that 


when the part of sight nearest the eye is 
brought to a sharp, even edge all around, it 
is time to quit. Now take an ordinary three- 
cornered file which has previously been 
ground to a sharp edge and cut the notch, 
which should never be very deep, but be 
sure that the file is held level and true, so 
that the notch is cut plumb. Now, take a 
piece of fine emery cloth or very fine sand- 
paper, roll to about the size of the round file 
and, holding at the same angle as the file, 
work back and forth until all “feather 
edges” have been removed. While using 
emery cloth or round file, they should be al- 
lowed to turn slightly in the hand; this will 
cut truer and prevent any furrows from 
showing. If any feather edges show in the 
notch, double emery cloth sharply and, -hold- 
ing at same angle as the file, push. it 
through the notch carefully a few times, 
and if the work has been properly done you 
will have a sight that is clear-cut and one 
that has no “feather edges’ and without 
blueing will not blur or glisten in any light. 
If one requires a round notch this can be 
made by using a very small needle file. It 
must be borne in mind that great pressure 
should not. be used, as this will produce the 
“feather edge,” which must be removed or 
the sight will be in worse state than at 
first. 

If one wants a flat top, this can be easily 
made by filing the top down flat, cutting the 
notch with a square file and finishing as 
mentioned for sight No. 1. In a flat top sight 
as No. 2, the notch should be coarser and 
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deeper. This will apply to sight No. 3 also 
In the last two, more care is required in 
using to prevent the top sight from becom- 
ing worn, which in time would cause it to 
glimmer. 

The above remarks apply to the remodel- 
ing of the sporting rear sights. In No. 3 a 
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smooth-cut, haif-round file is required A 
cquare file previously ground sharp 4s neces- 
sary to cut the notch. It must be remem- 
bered that extreme care in finishing is re- 
quired if a perfect job is expected. (Nearly 
all my remarks will apply to the man with- 
out tools. To the “crank” that has access 
to a gun shop where fine tools are at hand. 
these suggestions will be of little value.) 
By using a round file of smaller diameter a 
Winchester (1,000-yard) sporting leaf sight 
can be remodeled as in Cut No. 1, and all 
that I have ever changed were considered 
an improvement over the regular V. This 
sight when remodeled should appear some- 
thing like Cut No. 4, or by changing the out- 
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side it may be made to appear somewhat as 
No. 1. There are any amount of specialties 
that different concerns turn out for the 
“crank,” but I have yet to see any company 
that advertises to furnish a sight or sights 
as above. This is not because it is impossi- 
ble, for it iS not, but they seem to overlook 
the importance of it. 

Before touching on the front sight I can- 
not refrain from mentioning some of the 
rear sights that I have seen. Take the Ex- 
press sight which lists at $1.50 It would 
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seem that it was especially constructed to 
reflect the light in the shooter's eye. If so, 
it may be pronounced an unqualified success. 
Then there are the sporting sights with and 
without the movable slides that are ground 
and cut in all manner of “dips, spurs, angles 
and variations’’—looking as though they had 
been finished on a grindstone or coarse em- 
ery wheel. Of course such a sight, even if it 
did not glisten, would catch all the dust, 
lint, ravelings, ete., that came in contact 
with it. In closing on the open rear sight 
I for one should like to see the factories de- 
vote a little more time to finIshing same. 
Now, a few remarks about the front 
sights: To those that have Lyman’s ivory, 
copper and bead, Sheard's gold and copper 
bead, King’s triple bead sights, and an open 
rear sight that will not blur, or Lyman’'s 
receiver peep sight, I could not suggest any- 
thing better now made. But to the crank 
that wants to make things himself I think I 
can suggest a way out. We will take the 
ordinary front sight. There are times when 
this shows good, but there are also times 
when it is absolutely colorless and when 
everything is covered with snow simply can- 
not be seen. The first thing to do is to drive 
the head out of the base Unless the slot in 
the base requires cutting deeper — which 
should be cut so as to be level with the top 
of barrel—the base will not require driving 
from dovetail slot. The “clips” to the base 
should be cut down about like illustration 
No. 5. The cut does not show slot in base 
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as it really is, which is dovetailed slightly 
and the sight blade which fits into same 
should be made to fit perfectly and so tight 
as to require driving in with some force. 
The sight should be very carefully made and 
finished with emery cloth and finally pol- 
ished on a soft pine board. When driven in 
the sight should stand perfectly plumb or 
else it is a failure The sight should have 
a slight, gradual taper, from bottom to top— 
the top being about the thickness of a dime. 
This will be about right for the average 
shooter, though many might prefer it a trifle 
coarser But few would want it finer. A 
properly-shaped front sight should be about 
like Cut No. 6, and when so shaped and prop- 


tiene. 

erly finished adds much to the appearance of 
the rifle (I should like to remark right 
here that it is much easier to make a good 
sight than to put it on paper.) Copper makes 
a good front sight for the winter when ev- 
erything is covered with snow, but is not 
the best on the prairie after the grass has 
turned Ivory or good clear white bone (if 
oil is kept from it) is also good except on 
snow. I once made about a dozen sights out 
of an old watch case (Fahy's ore silver) 
that were about the most satisfactory metal 
sights I ever used However, if one has a 
King’s triple-bead sight he has a combina- 
tion hard to beat. Sheard’s front sight has 
more good qualities in it than contained in 
any one-bead sight that I know of, but I 
wonld much prefer it if the bead were a 
trifle finer. I have forgotten and wandered 
away from my subject. To finish this front 
sight, iay a sheet of fine emery cloth (or 
very fine sandpavner will do) on a table and 
by rubbing the flat side of the sight rapidly 
over it. it may be brought to a very true sur- 
face Then, as before mentioned, the final 
finish is given by polishing on a soft pine 
hoard When it is driven in to the base the 
hottom of sieht blade should lie close to the 
barrel—so closely that light cannot be seen 
underneath. 

Now, a few words about peep sights: It 
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is not my purpose to deal with the fine tar- 
get sights in which the aperture is so small 
and the rim of sight so heavy as to make it 
impracticable for hunting use, but with 
those peep sights whose principle of sight- 
ing is similar to the Lyman No. 1, etc., and 
whose aperture I should never recommend 
as being smaller than 3-32 in. in diameter. 
Before | overlook it I want to say that in 
using these sights never have an open rear 
sigh. on the barrel. This should always be 
removed and to those that might find it 
necessary to make a blank piece to fill rear 
sight slot would say that it should be so 
constructed as to cover the barrel slot. I 
have seen many blanks and sights also in 
which the slot was not covered, which was 
wrong. Here is the way a blank should be 
made (end, or side view), as shown in illus- 
tration No. 7 Now, if your gun is already 
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sighted with open sights and you wish to 
attach a peep, here is the way to do so, and 
a very simple way also. (It is supposed that 
open sights are properly adjusted.) Place 
the peep in position and line up with the 
sights on the barrel, the open rear sight be- 
ing down. If you intend to use the same 
front sight, then put in your stop-pin, which 
will prevent the peep from ever being too 
low. To ascertain whether the peep stands 
plumb or not, raise the rear open sight to its 
highest notch and elevate the peep till the 
three line. If the alignment is not perfect 
the peep is not plumb and a piece of paper 
should be placed under the lower side of 
base and screws turned down securely. A 
moment or two is all that is required to 
make the job complete. 

Now, remove the rear et —Setving from 
left to right—and substitute blank or Lyman 
folding leaf sight. If a new front sight is to 
be attached before removing the open sight, 
this should be driven in from right to left 
until it lines with the other two. After this 
the open rear sight can be removed and the 
blank driven in. If using the Lyman peep, 
knock out the small aperture and throw 
away. You will have no use for it. Learn 
to shoot with both eyes open and pay no at- 
tention to anything but the front sight and 
target. When the two come together, pull. 

Now, I have never used the Lyman re- 
ceiver sight, but if I were to use a factory 
peep sight it would be this style, as I know 
the principle is absolutely correct. The sight 
is not in the way in the least. The tang 
sights are, and in the brush are usually 
down when you want them up, and the re- 
verse. The best shooting I have ever done 
with any peep has been with peep sights of 
my make attached to the breech bolt. I 
have used these on the ‘86, "92 and '94 Win- 
chesters. Of course it should be borne in 
mind that a sight should not be attached to 
the bolt unless it (bolt) is very close-fitting 
in the receiver. for inaccurate shooting will 
result if it is loose. 

There are many cheap .22s now on the 
market with a peep sight which is placed 
entirely too far from the eye and whose ap- 
erture is much too small, which is somewhat 
similar to some that I had made for several 
years before these were brought out. The 
shape of my sights, however, was something 
like Fig. 8, and attached by dovetailing into 
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breech bolt just in front of hammer. Of 
course these sights had no elevation and for 
this reason were far inferior to the Lyman 
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receiver sight; but if I could have a peep 
sight attached to breech bolt, sight to have 
ample elevation for long-range work and ap- 
erture % in., I would not exchange it for 
anything I have ever seen or heard of. There 
is no place about a gun that a sight can be 
fastened that is so much out of the way, 
and will prove so attractive as fastened to 
the breech bolt. On the ‘86 model Winches- 
ter, when the bolt fits simply in receiver, a 
veep sight giving sufficient elevation for 
ong-range work can be made from the Win- 
chester sporting rear sight, and though I 
have never used one of this style on this gun 
I do know that it would be satisfactory. 
(This sight I have used on single-shot rifies 
by dovetailing into barrel, just in front of 
receiver—the top of receiver having pre- 
viously been cut down level with the barrel, 
and the rear end of sight resting on receiver 
just in front of breech block, the elevator 
when down being just even with receiver 
just in front of block, and when elevator was 
over block, but held securely in place by 
pressure of spring against receiver.) If at- 
tached to breech bolt of the '86 Winchester, 
the elevator when in its rearmost position 
would not be in the way of the hammer and 
when in its normal position would be as is 
shown in Fig. No. 9. The aperture in sight 
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is just above where I have placed the letter 
X, just high enough to clear the elevator 
when aiming. To fasten sight to bolt, it 
would be necessary to hollow the bottom of 
sight base to fit top of bolt and by drilling 
two holes as in Cut No. 10. Screw it securely 
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to bolt in which corresponding holes had 
been drilled and tapped (on either side of ex- 
tractor). 

To change this sight to a peep, it is ac- 
complished in this way: Cut the horns down 
till they appear as in Cut No. 11. The dotted 
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lines show where the slide that forms the 
sight proper is dovetailed in. This should be 
as in Cut No. 12. Dotted lines here show 
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where elevator works. The sight complete 
and on the gun would be as shown in No. 13. 
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At first glance some might object to this 
sight because it moves as the bolt moves, 
but this objection rapidly vanishes after one 
uses it. As before stated, I have never used 
one of these like No. 13, but the principle of 
the ones that were dovetailed into bolts were 
exactly the same and I have done better 
shooting with them than any other sights I 
have ever used. In rapid work they are es- 
pecially to be commended. Being on the 
bolt, they are not in the least in the way 

The first five shots that I fired with one 
of these sights attached to a .38-40 ‘92 Win- 
chester at 35 yards (shots fired in about five 
seconds) all were placed in a space of 1% 
inches. I might state, however, that if I am 
especially good at any one style of rifle 
shooting, it is shooting rapidly, and if I had 
fired deliberately I might not have grouped 
the shots as close. 

In a future article I hope to touch on 
“Practical Work with the Rifle,”” but I have 
already imposed on the readers of Outdoor 
Life, I fear, too much. Before closing I 
must just mention one more sight that I 
have made and attached to the models 1900 
and 1902 Winchester. The object was to 
make something cheap and efficient Having 
a lot of carbine and musket bands on hand 
I cut these in two and after shaping over 
riveted the sight on top of band, and drilled 
a couple of holes in the side attached to 
stock, the sight being just above bolt which 
worked underneath. The sights were made 
something like this:

and “straddled” the bolt and stock The 


sight being so close to the eye, much better 
work was done than with either open gr peep 
placed on the barrel. The bands were cut 
away at the sides so as not to interfere with 
the proper handling of firing pin. For the 
benefit of many, would say that if sights or 
blanks fit loosely in barrel slots, place a 
piece of paper in same and drive in sights or 
blanks as tightly as may be desired How- 
ever, they will usually fit correctly unless 
sights have been driven in and out frequent- 
ly. If a sight fits too tightly, don’t file the 
slot larger, but file the base of sight to fit 
slot. 

Here is advice that it would be well to 
heed: When you get a good gun properly 
sighted, stay with it (if you can) It is ag- 
gravating, sometimes, to fit a set of sights 
to a gun and later find that the owner has 
been tinkering them over and has made a 
bad job of it. I remember one set that the 
owner said he would not take $50 for They 
were simply all right and made exactly as 
he wanted them. The rear one (No. 1) would 
not blur, was clear-cut, and finished in a 
way that could not be improved upon. The 
front was like Cut No. 6 and for open sights 
they were perfection. He lost his elevator, 
however, and when he put in the new one it 
raised the rear sight higher than it had pre- 
viously been and in place of filing the under 
side of elevator off sufficiently to let the 
sight down onto the barrel where it had been 
with the old elevator, he took a_three-cor- 
nered file and fitted it over like No. 15; and 
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I will say by all that’s good and bad this is 
not exaggerated one bit. He tried to make

MORE ABOUT SIX-SHOOTERS. 


Editor Outdoor Life—The several arti- 
cles that have appeared recently on the re- 
volver subject written by Ashley A. Haines 
sound very much like business. It’s high 
time that the shooters from all over the 
country “get on their ear’ and stay cn it, 
until they get the Colt or S. & W. people to 
furnish them with a gun to their liking, in- 
stead of meekly taking them as they are 
now made whether they suit or not. How 
can the makers of this class of weapons get 
an idea as to the demand for a new style 
gun without getting “prodded” about it 
from the army of shooters who use them? 
What we shooters want to do to get results 
is to get busy and howl for a single-action 
six-shooter and keep at it until we get it. It 
will come all right if we keep the subject go- 
ing. Let all of us add our voices to the gener- 
al how! either through the columns of Outdoor 
Life or direct to the manufacturers. So much 
has .been said about the large and small- 
bore rifles during the past five years that as 
a result we can get almost anything we 
fancy in that line. The manufacturers of 
rifles and revolvers are not slow to grasp 
the ideas of shooters when they can see their 
way to market the goods. But as to six- 
shooters, for some reason they have not 
kept up with the times. As long as they 
can sell all the guns they make as fast as 
they make them, put all calibers (in any one 
style) on one frame and have the barrel and 
front sight in one piece, just so long will 
the shooters be compelled to handle such 
guns. In guns of this class one should be 
very particular, for at best the average man 
can't do extra fine work with them. It 
takes practice and in order to get results 
and beget confidence the gun should please 
the shooter and be sighted right It should 
have a sight that would make it possible for 
a man to get a fair idea about where he was 
aiming. 

In the days when guns of this class were 
carried in the West and considered a part 
of a man’s clothes the single-action had the 
preference, and it’s safe to say that three- 
fourths of all the guns so worn were the 
Colt’s S. A. Army. This gun is still a fa- 
vorite with many, the main reason being 
that they can’t get anything else in single- 
action, but nowadays the modern army re- 
volver with swing-out cylinder should take 
its place, as it is a much neater looking gun 
and easier to handle and keep clean. 

_ But what do we find on the market now 
in this class of gun? Nothing but the dou- 
ble-action. And why? Is it because the 
men who used such guns in the early days 
of the West were not capable of selecting 
the right gun for the right purpose? —or 
was it that they were simply trying to keep 
in style and that now the style has 
changed from the single to the double ac- 
tion? Is it because the manufacturers find 
that they can make one style of gun alone 
and sell it to the shooters many of whom 
would perhaps prefer a single-action, tell- 
ing them that if they want a single-action 
they have only to use it as such? Is it be- 
cause it’s much cheaper for them to put out 


all their guns in the different calibers the 
same size and simply bore the cylinder and 
barrel te conform to the cartridge taken and 
to make such a gun in the one style which 
works both ways, because all the parts in- 
terchange and any component part will fit 
any gun “f that particular style? 

The answers to these questions I will 
leave to the reader's intelligence. The shoot- 
ers who use these goods have to take them 
and find one out of the list that has the 
least number of objectionable features. It’s 
true perhaps we can buy such a gun a few 
cents— maybe two dollars—cheaper, but 


how many of us are there but who would 
be willing to pay a trifle more and get what 


Now I, for one, would like to see all 
shoooters who are interested in the belt gun 
stir up this subject and get up a demand 
for a single-action gun in the swing-out 
cylinder pattern, and see whether it will be 
the Colt or Smith & Wesson people who first 
respond by getting out what we want. I be- 
lieve that Mr. Haines, in suggesting the pro- 
posed changes in the .44 single-action Smith 
& Wesson, had in mind economy from the 
manufacturers’ standpoint, hardly daring to 
hope, perhaps, for such an innovation (7?) 
as a complete change in the action of the 
modern gun. For my part I don’t see why 
we could not just as well have the change 
made in a modern gun and get the benefit 
of about ten or fifteen years’ improvement 
in revolver construction. The change that 
Mr. Haines suggests would require a new 
frame on the .44 S. A. to get the different- 
shaped stock, and why not get the new 
frame on a swing-out cylinder while we are 
about it? I might add a few words as to my 
ideal belt gun—or perhaps it’s well to say 
what would be if I could get it. 

In speaking of this gun, will say that 
I've gained what I know about it by actual 
experience and feel sure that one who has 
used the same gun will support me in what 
I say of it. The gun I refer to is the Smith 
& Wesson military model. 6%-in. barrel, 
chambered for the .38 S. & W. Special. It is 
made with nickel-steel cylinder and barrel, 
and no gun on the market is made of any 
better material or a finer finish. It will 
stand use or abuse as well as any gun the 
Colt people make, with the exception. per- 
haps, of some of their old-style single-ac- 
tion patterns previously referred to. I 
would have the gun converted into a single- 
action, the trigger-guard made much smaller 
and the hammer made longer and necked 
up similar to the hammer on the old .45 
Colt S. A. (but smaller. in proportion). so 
that the thumb could be thrown around it 
as it was being operated. It is perfectly 
proportioned as to weight. The gun can 
now be had “special” with interchangeable 
front sight. and I would retain this feature, 
as I consider it very important. I prefer the 
38 S. & W. Special cartridge to all others, 
it beine in my opinion the best-proportioned 
eartridge ever made. It is large enough to 
kill a deer readily or get grouse and small 
game without tearing them all to pieces. It 
holds up well at long range, and where can 
thev beat it for accuracy? The growing 
popularity of this cartridge. which was de- 
siened especially for the Smith & Wesson 
military revolver. is evidenced by the action 
of the Colt people. who are now chambering 
their guns to handle it. I dislike to make a 
laudatory statement concerning any particu- 
lar maker's product. but feel that the few 
suggestions which I make concerning the 
Smith & Wesson military will be of benefit 
to shooters in general in directing their at- 
tention to a good gun, many of whom per- 
hans would not know of it otherwise. It 
strikes me that if the above changes could 
be effected that it would leave nothing more 
to be desired and the man who could not do 
business with it then need not look further 
for a belt gun. A. W. LOWDERMILE.

When in our October issue we published 
the statement by W. A. Linklietter of his al- 
leged marvelous work with the rifle in which 
he Claimed to have fired shot after shot from 
a machine rest at 200 yards, the bullets strik- 
ing one on top of the other, we of course an- 
ticipated the fire which this statement would 
draw out. It would be a miracle if six shots 
could be fired from machine rest or any other 
rest at 200 yards that would strike in exactly 
the same place, and Mr. Linkletter must 
either have been intoxicated with the excel- 
lency of his own marksmanship, when he 
wrote the article, or else he is a better pre- 
varicator than our average contributor. Of 
course we would rather believe the former 
was the case.

Editor Outdoor Life—In the October issue 
of Outdoor Life I note with keenest interest 
the statements of the very remarkably fine 
results secured by Mr. Linkletter with his 
special hand-loaded ammunition, fired from 
Ballard rifle (should have read Bullard rifle) 
attached to rigid rest. 

From a standpoint of twenty-five years of 
experimenting with the products of the finest 
rifle makers the world has ever known, I 
wonder. Dear editor, do you suppose that, 
for a generous pecuniary consideration, the 
above-named gentleman could be induced to 
divulge the particular formula, which, under 
conditions stated, will spatter a consecutive 
series of bullets, even to a limit of two and 
one-half inches, leaving “the one on top of 
the other” proposition out of the contract? 
Shades of Schoyen, Pope and Perry, Gardner, 
Tisdel and Rice, Warner, Billinghurst and 


Zischang, where art thou, with thy anti- 
quated muzzie-loading doctrines? Recoil 
permitting machine rests, and two and one- 
half-inch guarantees, in the face of a sys- 
tem, so simple, so modern, and, withal, so 
marvelously accurate that bullet is piled 
upon bullet in a welded mass, and shotgun 
patterns of two and one-half inches at 200 
yards are laughed to scorn, even from 
breech-loaded, factory ammunition, fired 
from rigid rest! Verily we progress!

Editor Outdoor Life—Is Mr. W. A. Link- 
letter a modern Baron Munchausen, or is he 
just an ordinary joker trying to uave 
with, us, or was his statement of six shots 
at 200 yards with the bullets on top of each 
other a misprint? 

IT am willing to agree that a man who 
knows how to load rifle ammunition can beat 
the factory loading at least ten per cent., but 
the trouble with a great many persons is 
that they can’t even cast a decent bullet 
But when a man tells about fastening a rifle 
rigid, shooting six shots without wiping and 
putting all six bullets in the same bullet 
hole at 200 yards, I would like to hear from 
his neighbors before making up my mind in 
the matter. 

The best rifle makers in the country won't 
guarantee a two-inch group of ten shots at 
200 yards, shot in a covered range and from 
a machine rest. Hundreds of thousands of 
shots have been fired by the best shooters of 
this country, and yet they don't get a ten- 
shot group at 200 yards of one inch once out 
of a hundred trials. 

I have always understood that a rifle fas- 
tened rigidly by some means will shoot very 
erratically. I don’t know that it will, for I 
have never tried it, but when I think of the 
many causes that will vary a rifle bullet in 
a flight of 200 yards, I cannot believe Mr.

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Linkletter’s statement, but I am very much 
interested. If Mr. Linkletter can repeat his 
performance in the presence of reputable 
witnesses I think it would be of world-wide 
interest, as it would prove that there is such 
a thing as a perfect rifle and perfect ammu- 
nition and that atmospheric waves are a 
bugaboo that has haunted us cranks long 
enough. 

I have a_ .32-40 Winchester single-shot 
and a full collection of Ideal appliances for 
loading perfect ammunition. I also have 


a 
22-7-40 R. F. Winchester single-shot. I buy 
the primed shells for this gun and load 
them myself. With either gun I can shoot a 
group with my loading fifty per cent. closer 
than with factory loading. I attribute the 
superiority of my own loading to a better 
quality of powder, perfect base bullets (the 
point is not so important) and to uncrimped 
shells. I seat the .32-40 bullets in the gun 
The .22-7-45 bullets I seat in the shells, as 
the shells are never used but once. 

I have Kept up with the large and small 
caliber discussion. Whew! Isn't there get- 
ting to be an army of us rifle cranks? I 
confess I don’t know anything about it, but 
if I had that old muzzle-loading rifle back 
with which I have shot the heads off hun- 
dreds of Missouri squirrels when I was a 
boy, I wouldn't give it for any of them. 
(This is merely a matter of sentiment.) I 
never killed anything larger than a wild tur- 
key and only one of them, so I can’t get into 
the “smashing power’ discussion; but there 
is one thing certain: The high-power rifle is 
valueless for accuracy after a few hundred 
shots, while my old black powder rifles seem 
to get better the longer I use them. For the 
man that is tired of hunting for the game 
that has been annihilated and finds his 
pleasure in going out every few days for a 
mess of bullseyes, the gun that lasts and 
shoots to the spot is the one that gives him 
the most pleasure. 

If I could get the discussion extended to 
take in the smallest caliber, I would advo- 
cate the .22-7-45 as the most pleasurable gun 
for everybody except the few fortunate ones 
that live in the big game regions, or who 
have the means to go there for a hunt when 
they wish to. If I could only afford one gun, 
or only wanted one gun, it would be a single- 
shot .22-7-45 R. F. Then I would buy primed 
shells and bullets and load them myself, us- 
ing 7% grains of Hazard Electric powder No. 
1. With this ammunition I would have a 
my accurate load at 100 yards, and a 
oad that would kill a goose or a turkey at 
200 yards. (On a still day I have made as 
good scores with this caliber at a target at 
200 yards as with my .32-40. One point of 
wind, however, will destroy its accuracy at 
this distance.) But for an all-purpose gun 
it takes the lead in my opinion, and I have 
a sneaking idea that if I could get a shot at 
a deer with this caliber at anything under 
100 yards, I would have a mess of venison 
unless I was “taken” with a bad case of 
“buck ager.” FRANK EVANS. 

Editor Outdoor Life—I understand H. M. 
Pope claims the world’s record group fired 
from his target rifie at 200 yards, using ma- 
chine rest, the best group of shots being 
about 2 in. in diameter. I forget the exact 
size, but the editor of Outdoor Life can no 
doubt give us the exact size of so-called rec- 
ord group. 

Now, according to Mr. Linkletter’s state- 
ment in the October number, a 2-in. group 
resembles a load from a sawed-off shotgun 
when compared with the six-shot group.he 
claims to have made with his .40-75 Ballard 
(Should have read Bullard.—Ed.), when. at 
200. yards he put the bullets on top of-each 
other, sticking them all together... Mr. Pope 
should be informed of this matter so that he 
may not falsely claim the record;-but I: im- 
agine I hear him say, “I'm from Missouri’— 
and there are »ther rifle cranks who say the 
game.

Training. 


Handling, Correcting Faults, 


and Care of the Bird Dog. 


CONDUCTED BY ED F. HABERLEIN.

_ §. J. Cc. San Jose, Cal.—The quail season 
is now open and I am giving my young 
pointer bitch some exercise in the field, but 
fear that I may not be able to continue this 
long, thinking she will come in heat soon. 
Is there any way to tell just before a bitch 
comes in season and thus prevent an “acci- 
dent?” 

Ans.—A bitch does not come in heat sud- 
denly and without unmistakable symptoms 
at least ten days in advance. There is no 
danger working her in the field in company 
of other dogs up to a certain stage. An ex- 
perienced breeder can tell precisely when to 
separate and securely lock up a bitch to pre- 
vent copulation. The first signs are these: 
Getting more animated and playful with the 
opposite sex. more lustrous, snarkling eve. 
increased appetite. greater endurance afie'd 
and keener nose: in course of a week swell- 
ing begins. followed a few davs later by 
“coloring” —now she must be separated. If 
von intend to breed her to a dog of your se- 
lection. the twelfth dav from beginning of 
same will be the proper time.

Cc. H.. Jonlin. Mo.—I have a pointer dog. 
about eighteen months old. who has a goand 
nose. but wants to see evervthine he makes 
a noint on and consequentiv flushes too many 
birds. Can you tell me what to do to make 
him “see by scent.” and greativ oblige a 
svubseriber to your most interesting maga- 
zine? 

Ans.—Work your doe in comnanv of a 
good. steady and fast nointer in thick covert 
where to see will he impossible. The noint- 
ine doe will lIneate and come to stand, the 
sight pointer mav want to sniff and spv ont 
the secluded birds. hut must be held in check 
hv aid of force collar with twentv-font cord. 
If the dog's nose be not lacking he will soon 
learn to do as the other one does—noint bv 
seent. When this eoes feairlv well he must 
be worked alone in same manner till pro- 
ficient.

Dr. S. F. E.. Wilkesharre. Pa.—I have an 
Enelish setter. two years old. which is thor- 
ouehly vard broken. hunts well In the woods, 
trails grouse very well, hut T ean not relv 
upon him for a noint. Sometimes he will 
point and hold from one to five minutes, 
other times he will not point at all. This is 
not a ease where he rushes in on the bird, 
for he alwevs is a steady trailer and will not 
run after the bird when it is finshed. 


Ans.—Since the dog is not a_ willful 
flusher and chaser he may lack in scenting 
powers and thus not be able to correctly 
locate and come to point. Much depends 
also upon direction of the wind while trail- 
ing a runner. enabling him to tollow the font 
seent. but not havine the benefit of the air 
eurrent in his direction from the bird, fails to 
locate and can therefore not come to a point, 
but onsh on till bird gets nv. If, in anv way, 
he shovld show lack of caution or finsh the 
bird willfully. then the force collar must 
come in use to give him a severe snubbing 
and teach him caution. 


Ss. W. R., Flint, Mich.—I enclose you here- 
with photo of my setter pup in the act of 
retrieving a bird in proper manner after but 
four weeks of training by aid of “The Ama- 
teur Trainer.” It is my first attempt at train- 
ing a dog, but I encountered no obstacles and 
progressed admirably to my fullest satisfac- 
tion. I am worried in one matter, though, 
as some of the dog men here have put a bug 
into my ear. Will you kindly answer this 
question to enlighten me on this point, and 
much oblige? She has dew claws on hind 
legs and these men tell me the dog is not of 
good breeding because of it. How about it? 


Ans.—For a generation breeders have 
been striving to eliminate dew claws from 
both setters and pointers and the resuits 
have been very satisfactory so that dew 
claws have nearly disappeared in these 
breeds; now and then, however, one or sev- 
eral puppies of a litter will be born with the 
useless appendages, but that does not in any 
way reflect on the pure breeding of such 
dogs.

B. E. H., Somerville, Mass.—My setter has 
lately been returned to me from the trainer 
who has handled him for the past four 
months. but he does not respond as promptly 
as I think he should. When traveling away 
from me he does not seem to hear me or 
will not answer call or whistle and once in 
a while he gets over-anxious and starts to 
racing across country. I don’t-know whether 
he is really deaf or not. If you can help me 
out it will be fully appreciated. 


Ans.—Possibly the dog really is partially 
deaf and can not hear you when at a dis- 
tance from you, but most likely he does not 
care to hear or mind the call. Canker of the 
ear renders a dog partially and almost com- 
pletely deaf in cases of long standing. but 
when the ailment has been cured the hearing 
is fully restored. You can easily ascertain 
whether or not his hearing i8 impeded—speak . 
to him in Jow voice when close to you and ° 
observe the effect. then increase’ distance and 
thus learn the true status. Should you find- 
the hearing normal. then the only thing to do 
is to make him mind by_use-of the “force 
collar” with cord attached in manner as di- 
rected in “The Amateur {frainer.” 


Cc. W. Ellis. Johnsbury, Vt.—I have a véry 
nice and well-bred pointer puppy. now nearly 
four months old. Is she too young to train 
for work this season? She has. gotten so she 
knows where the chain ts kent and will hot 
come to be tied vn when called. Please tell 
me how to train her.to be prompt in coming 
when called. and much oblige. 

Ans.—You should not expect to get any 
real work on game out of this pup this sea- 
son. At her age it is well to take to fthe 
fields for exercise and to get “acquainted” 
with the world, romp.and scurry in quest of 
birds (preferahlv quails), chase and get a 
little “wild.” . When five or six months old 
and in the best of health. training may be- 
gin in the yard as per “The Amateur 
Trainer.” So young a pup should not ‘be 
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chained more than absolutely necessary—a 
yard to romp in is the proper place. Make 
no effort to force her up to be chained at 
this time—is all embodied in the course of 
yard training and will be accomplished with- 
out difficulty or the danger of cowing a 
young puppy.

D. S. E., Ellis, 8S. D.—My pointer is now 
about one year old, a fast and stylish ranger, 
seems to have a good nose, as he finds birds 
when other dogs in the party fail, but he 
will not come to a point on grouse and go 
with head high straight towards bird and 
will not stop till it gets up. When around 
the house with me he will scent tame chick- 
ens hid in weeds and come to as nice a 
point as one would wish to see; he would 
stand there for an hour if I didn't call him 
off. Sometimes I go up and urge him along 
until he can see what it is and so soon as 
he gets sight of them he will pay no more 
attention to them at all. Do you think ne 
ean ever be broken to point game birds 
afield? 


Ans.—You evidently have the making of a 
good dog and with lots of chance and work 
on game girds afield this season he will most 
likely turn out all right by next season. 
Many pups do the same thing the first sea- 
son and their owners become discouraged be- 
cause of it. The quickest way to bring him 
to pointing will be if worked in company 
with a good, steady dog, one that points 


regularly. Young dogs imitate the actions of 
older ones—acquiring good and bad habits 
readily if hunted together for a while. Point- 
ing tame chickens should be discouraged in 
any effective manner, except the use of whip 
The dog must point instinctively; any at- 
tempt to attain this by training will be of no 
avail. In olden times the setter and pointer 
was taught to come to a stand to order of 
“to-ho” and many a one became reliant on 
the order to stop rather than rely upon his 
own judgment in establishing a real point in- 
stinctively—thus practically ruined 
* ¢ *# 

H. P. W., Padonia, Kan.—Through the 
playfulness of some children, my setter bitch 
was let out of kennel when in season and 
now is in whelp to a commun cur. Is there 
any way to bring about an abortion without 
injuring the health of bitch. She is now 
about five weeks gone and begins to show 

Ans.—Several drugs could be named that 
would have the desired effect, but I never 
recommend such a procedure. Practice has 
conclusively proven to me that a bitch will 
most invariably slip the whelps of future 
mating at just about the same period at 
which an abortion took place and therefore 
ruined the bitch for breeding purposes for all 
time. Nothing should be done. Await 
whelping and then separate one puppy each 
day till all are disposed of. No bad results 
will follow as a strong flow of milk will not 
be generated and the entire matter passed 
over with but little annoyance. 








VETERINARY QUERY DEPARTMENT. 
BY MARK WHITE, JR., V.M.D., DENVER, COLORADO.

F. A. Marquiss, Gypsum, Colo.—I have a 
bird dog to which I am very much attached, 
but he has gone blind by cataracts forming 
over both eyes. At least it looks like cata- 
racts of the human eye. Can you do anything 
for it with any assurance or guarantee of @ 
cure? 

Answer.—I am sorry to say, first of all, 
I can not give you much encouragement. A 
cataract is any opacity in the crystalline lens 
or its capsule. And tnere are several different 
kinds; the so-called false cataract consisting 
of foreign material adherent to the anterior 
face of the anterior capsule of the lens in the 
region of the pupil. This foreign body may 
be patches of pigment cells pulled away from 
the posterior surface of the iris as the result 
of a disease (“posterior synechia"™) or it may 
be the result of grayish yellow masses of 
fibrin which have come from the iris and left 
attached to the anterior capsule of the lens. 
Cataracts may be complete, affecting the en- 
tire lens, most often seen in young animals, 
especially young puppies. They are usually 
congenital. in which case the lens is mother 
of pear! color. larger than normal, and ex- 
tends so far forward sometimes as to obliter- 
ate the anterior chamber, and is known as 
soft cataract. The lenticular cataract is an 
opacity of the lens substance. It may be par- 
tial, in the form of small circumscribed points 
like pin-heads, or it may be central. in which 
case the opacity is in the center of the lens. 
The causes are various, among which may be 
noticed: (1) Disturbance by mitrition of old 
age. In man this occurs at the age of forty 
to fifty years. The center of the lens is usu- 
ally hard; later gets horny, and in many 
cases becomes calcified from infiltration of 
lime salts. (2) Inflammatory processes, as 
direct injury to lens and inflammatory dis- 
eases of the eye. (3) Diabetes, especially in 
man and dogs, usually doubled, and results 
in permanent loss of sight. (4) Congenital 


cataract, effects foals and puppies. 
thalmoscope will detect cataracts sooner 
than the unaided eye. Soft cataracts of 
young animals are permanent, and never 
clear up. Cataracts of old animals, as a 
rule, become more pronounced and rarely 
improve. Prognosis.—Of cataract usually 
bad. Soft cataracts of young dogs may be 
removed by a number of different operations 
The same is true in cataracts of old dogs and 
horses, but we must fit artificial lens to the 
eye, and this is not practical in veterinary 
practice. Such cases have been fitted at Al- 
fort Veterinary School.

M.—Will you

temper of dogs? We have a dog which has 
just recovered from what -I am told by my 
neighbors to be distemper. He had a very 
tough time with it and came near dying I 
was of the opinion that distemper was some- 
thing on the order of a bad cold. Is ‘t 
catching, or will the other dogs in the neignv 
borhood have it also? 


Answer.—Canine and feline distemper has 
always been regarded as a very dangerous 
disease to dogs and cats. It is a contagious, 
infective disease, the virus of which has 
not yet been positively demonstrated. We 
have not yet been able to obtain pure cul- 
tures and their successful transmission. We 
only know the contagium is fixed as well as 
volatile. It is evidently much easier trans- 
mitted by cohabitation than by inoculation, 
and is probably as a rule taken from the air 
from inspiration. Dogs become most fre- 
quently affected during first year of life. 
Among the 1.378 canine patients which were 
treated for distemper during one year at the 
Berlin Veterinary College, 927 (two-thirds) 
were under twelve months; 269 (one-fifth) 
were under two years; and 182 (one-seventh) 
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over three years old. In rare cases very old 
dogs may become affected Puppies only a 
few weeks old may also suffer from this dis- 
ease, more especially when the mother af- 
fected is nursing, for the virus is elimin- 
ated in the milk. Although one attack gen- 
erally confers immunity for a considerable 
time, some dogs become infected several 
times. The chief predisposing cause of dis- 
temper is chill, brought on, for instance, by 
exposure in open air, particularly at night 
and during cold and wet weather; injudi- 
cious washing and bathing, ete. Chill facil- 
itates the penetration of the virus by weak- 
ening the vital forces, or by producing a 
simple catarrh of the respiratory mucous 
membranes. A cold of itself can never pro- 
duce distemper. Hybrid, pampered, weak, 
recently imported and unacclimated dogs 
are especially predisposed to this disease, 
the occurrence of which is favored by un- 
natural system of feeding and rearing The 
old prejudice against meat for the food of 
young dogs as well as the vegetarian is of- 
ten the indirect cause of distemper. We may 
point out that bread weakens the health of 
dogs, and that meat is the only appropriate 
food for carnivora According to the experi- 
ments of Bischoff and Voit, dogs which are 
exclusively fed on bread get into a wretched 
plight, and cats even die Progeny predis- 
posed to distemper is likely to be obtained 
from weakly bitches, and from those which 
have to bring up an excessively large num- 
ber of puppies Considerable hemorrhage, 
for instance, by cropping the ears and tail, 
and rickets also have a predisposing influ- 
ence. The supposition that certain breeds 
become more frequently affected with dis- 
temper than others is probably erroneous; 
most likely the cause of this apparent sus- 
ceptibility being the fact that such breeds 
are more numerous than others However, 
the disease is more fatal in some breeds 
than in others

COUGHS. 

In themselves, coughs, no matter of what 
character, are not a disease, but simply 
evidence of some other derangement of 
system To decide what particular disease 
is indicated by the cough is, in some cases, 
very difficult, for many annoying coughs are 
the only symptom that animals otherwise in 
the best of health present 

Causes.—Most coughs are associated with 
some derangement of the respiratory organs 
and air passages They may be produced, 
however, by a small bone or other hard sub- 
stance sticking in the throat Worms are 
responsible for some coughs through reflex 
actions, as well as by inducing accumulations 
of mucous. 

Symptoms Coughs vary in character as 
do the diseases of which, in many cases, they 
are the most prominent symptom. The cough 


of distemper has a peculiar husky, hollow 
sound It loosens as the secretions of mu- 
cous become abundant and the huskiness dis- 
appears. It is sometimes accompanied by 
sniffiing, retching and vomiting. In the case 
of common colds, the cough is slight and 
generally soft and moist. In laryngitis or 
sore throat the cough is hoarse, brassy, and 
can be induced by slightly choking the upper 
part of the throat. It is accompanied by 
more or less pain in swallowing, and in some 
eases difficulty in breathing. In cases of 
acute bronchitis the cough at first is short, 
dry and dull. It soon becomes easier and 
looser and can be excited by pressure on the 
chest In chronic bronchitis the cough is 
hacking and persistent and continues week 
after week without change in character or 
severity In pneumonia the cough is at first 
short dry and intermittent. Later it be- 
comes more frequent and the matter brought 
up is of a reddish tint-like iron rust. This 
is considered diagnostic of the disease. In 
pleurisy the cough is short, dry, hacking and 
very painful In asthma the cough is 
wheezy, the breathing jerky and the entire 
appearance is that of suffocation. 

Treatment All coughs do not yield to 
the same treatment, so that if one does not 
give relief or effect a cure, another should be 
tried 

For the chronic coughs following distem- 
per, pneumonia and bronchitis it is advisable 
to give in connection with other remedies 
from one to three teaspoonsful of cod liver 
oil emulsion A popular cough medicine is 
com posed oft paregoric, one ounce; compound 
syrup of squills, three ounces. ‘:1e dose for 
a twenty-pound dog is a teaspoonful every 
three hours. Another prescription is lauda- 
num, one dram; spirits of camphor, two 
drams; wine of antimony, one dram; glycerine 
and water, of each four ounces. Dose for a 
setter or pointer is a teaspoonful three or 
four times a day.

grains Dose is a teaspoonful every four 
hours DR.

THE AIREDALE TERRIER. 


Editor Outdoor Life—The coming dog for 
general utility is the Airedale terrier. His 
original name in England was the “Waterside 
terrier,’ so-called for his general use as a 
retriever from water and a hunter of 
aquatic animals. He was also known as the 
“Bingley terrier.” The breed has been dis- 
tinct for some 100 years, but the first speci- 
mens were imported to this country only a 
few years ago. His home in England is the 
Valley of the Aire, the best types coming 
from around Bradford. 

The Airedale is the largest type of the 
terrier family, the usual weight for males be- 
ing around forty-five pounds. The hair is 
close and wiry, with a heavy undergrowth, 
enabling them to withstand severe cold. In 
color the back is a grizzle, black and white 
or black-and-tan mixed, while the head, legs 
and ears are tan. Eyes are a deep brown, 
small and set deep in the head. Their tails 
are set on high up and are bobbed. They 
are natural hunters on all kinds of game and 
dearly love the gun. They very seldom bark 
and for this reason are the favorite among 
poachers in England. In disposition they are 
delightful, being far fro quarrelsome and 
yet standing up for their rights to the last 
degree. They are full of grit and endurance, 
using their pluck with discretion, yet never 
giving up in a fight even against big odds. 
They are popular in the German army, where 
they have been used for some time. As one 
kennel writer has written: “I should choose 
the Airedale terrier for he is all dog.”
